GENEVA, Aug 24, (Agen- 
cies): Iranian and Iraqi 
negotiators today prepared to 
begin UN-sponsored peace 
talks as a truce appeared to 
hold in the eight-year-old war 
that claimed an estimated 1.5 
million dead and wounded. 

As their delegations flew to 
Geneva for the opening meeting, 
set for tomorrow afternoon, 
both sides continued to trade 
charges of ceasefire violations 
but UN officials said the situa- 
tion on the war front seemed 
calm. 

The opening joint meeting,- 
the first ever face-to-face talks 
since the war began in Sept 1980, 
was scheduled for tomorrow 
afternoon in the council chamber 
of the Palais des Nations, the 
sprawling complex housing the 
UN offices in Geneva. 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, who chairs the 
talks, planned to meet separately 
with the two chief negotiators in 
the morning. 

Perez de Cuellar was quoted 


today as saying that talks due to 
begin Thursday on ending the 
Gulf war could go on for years. 

u lt all depends on the political 
will of the parties,** the UN chief 
said m an interview with the 
French newspaper Le Monde. 

Resolvfe 

“If they really want to resolve 
the problem, it could be done in 
some months. Otherwise it could 
last years and then I would have 
to name a personal represen- 
tative to follow the negotia- 
tions." 

Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz, 
the head of Iraq's delegation, 
repeated in a brief arrival 
statement his country’s doubts of 
the sincerity of Iran’s acceptance 
of the UN Security Council's 
ceasefire Resolution 598. 

“The intention of Iraq is 
clear,” he said, referring to a goal 
of a “comprehensive, lasting and 
stable settlement." He added, 
“what is unclear is the meaning 
and concept of Iran's accep- 
tance.” 


Asked about the situation at 
the borders, he said the “Iranians 
tried to move the ceasefire line... 
but measures were taken to push 
them back.” He did not 
elaborate. UN spokesman Fran- 
cois Giuliani said at a briefing 
that be knew of “no major 
problem" in the area. 

Iran’s Foreign Minister Ali 
AJcbar Velayati, was due to 
arrive later tonight Iranian sour- 
ces said he was not likely to meet 
the press. 

Knottiest 

Perez de Cuellar, who is to 
chair the talks, meanwhile, met 
the president of the all-Swiss 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross, Cornelio Som- 
maruga, to discuss the repatria- 
tion of the more than 80,000 
prisoners of war. 

The transfer of prisoners, 
inducting at least 50,000 held by 
Iran, is likely to be the knottiest 
issue in the early phase of the 
negotiations which are certain to 
last many months. 


Resolution 598 urges their 
repatriation “without delay alter 
the cessation of active hos- 
tilities.” But the ICRC says lit will 
accept a mandate to organise the 
repatriation only if it can make 
sure in individual interviews with 
each prisoner that he is willing to 
return to his country. 

Spokesman Giuliani said the 
agenda would cover implemen- 
tation of Resolution 598. That 
document, adopted one year 
ago, demanded an immediate 
ceasefire and calls for early troop 
withdrawal to international 
boundaries and repatriation of 
prisoners of war. 

It also called on both sides to 
co-operate with the secretary- 
general in reaching “a compre- 
hensive, just and honourable set- 
tlement” of all outstanding 
issues. 

The long-term agenda for the 
talks also is expected to cover a 
border dispute over the Shatt A1 
Arab waterway, reparations and 
establishment of a commission 
to determine which side started- 
the war. 


KARACHI. Aug 24, (Reuter): 
Pakistani police posted armed 
guards at the house of opposition 
leader Benazir Bhutto today in 
what they said was a security 
precaution after the snspectcd 
assassination of President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq. 

The move coincided with 
increased security across the 
country as minority Shiite 
Muslims celebrated an annual 
religious festival to mourn the 
martyrdom of Imam Hussein. 

Up to 5,000 troops with 
automatic weapons patrolled 
Karachi. Pakistan's biggest city, 
as bare-chested Shiite men 
marked the A shura festival by 
flailing themselves with chains in 
an act of contrition. 

There were no immediate 
reports of trouble. 

Precaution 

Police said three armed plain- 
dothesmen were posted outside 
Benazir's Karachi home as a 
precaution but added ibey knew 
of no specific security threat to 
the 35-year-old leader. 

“We do not think there is any 
necessity for any security guards. 
We have not asked for them.” 
said N.D. Khan, deputy 
secretary-general of Benazir's 
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BAGHDAD, Aug 24, (Agen- 
cies): In an apparent truce viola- 
tion, Iraq said its Army forced 
Iranian troops to retreat to posi- 
tions held before a ceasefire took 
effect four days ago and accused 
UN peacekeepers of failing to 
prevent the Iranian advance. 

The report yesterday came 
hours after Iranian Foreign Min- 
ister Ali Akbar Velayati infor- 
med the United Nations that 
Iraq intended to launch an offen- 
sive against Iran and had massed 
troops on the central front, a 
violation of the UN-brokered 
truce agreement. 

It was not immediately known 
whether the troop movements 
reported by Iran and the con- 
frontation reported by Iraq 
referred to the same situation. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the United Nations 
on either claim. 

Tens® 

In a cable to UN Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
Velayati said Iraqi forces were 
massed along the tense central 
front northwest of Ahvaz. 

The region has remained tense 
since Iraq charged an Iranian 
sniper killed an Iraqi private in 
the sector after the truce took 
effect on Saturday. Iran has den- 
ied the accusation. 

Later in the day, an Iratji 
Foreign Ministry spokesman in 
Baghdad said Iranian troops had 
advanced after the ceasefire was 
in place and had taken up two 
positions across from the strong 
Iraqi Fourth Army Corps in the 
Ain Kiza area of the central war 
'front. 

The Iraqi News Agency 
quoted the spokesman as saying 
Iraqi soldiers were "forced to 
take the necessary measures to 
restore the previous situation” 
be cause the UN team monitor- 
ing the ceasefire failed to do so. 

“The United Nations team 
exerted in vain continuous 
efforts during the last two days to 
make the Iranians return to their 
previous positions” after Iraq 
protested the Iranian troop 


movements, he was quoted as 
saying. 

The spokesman described the 
situation on the front as “stable” 
after the Iraqi “measures,” and 
warned the Iraqi Army would 
not hesitate to use force to push 
back Iranian forces stepping out- 
side their pre-truce positions. 

The Iraqi Army is massing for 
an all-out offensive against Kur- 
dish rebels, in northeast Iraq in a 
bid to crush guerrillas fighting 
for an independent homeland, 
Kurdish officials said today. 

“The Iraqis are planning 
large-scale operations in all the 
Kurdish liberated zones along 
the entire 340-kilometre (220- 
mile) border with Turkey,” a 
spokesman for the Iranian- 
backed Kurdish Democratic 
Party, or KDP, said. 

Tanker 

Meanwhile, the first Iraqi oil 
tanker to transit the Gulf once 
the war with Iran broke ouleighl 
years ago left the waterway 
today, CXI Minister Issam Abdul 
Rahim A1 Chalaby said. 

Chalaby said in a telegram to 
President Saddam Hussein that 
the Ain Zala, carrying 18,000 
tonnes of crude to South 
Yemen’s Aden refinery, had pas- 
sed through the Strait ofHormuz 
to the open seas. 

Meanwhile, two cargo ships 
carrying 33,000 tons of wheat 
and several thousand tons of 
sugar berthed at Iran's Bandar 
Imam Khomeini port on Mon- 
day for the first time since the 
Gulf ceasefire. 

New tremors 

DHARAN, Nepal, Aug 24, 
fReuter): A strong tremor shook 
eastern Nepal today as rescuers 
were still struggling to cope with 
the aftermath of a major earth- 
quake which killed more than 
560 people. 

The Himalayan kingdom’s 
national news agency said the 
tremor measured 5.0 on the 
open-ended Richter Scale.

Referendum on multi-party system may be held 

Martial law in Rangoon lifted 


BANGKOK, Thailand, Aug 24, 
(Agencies): President Manng 
Maung said today that Burma's 
ruling party would meet on Sept 
12 to consider holding a referen- 
dum on scrapping the auth- 
oritarian one-party government 
for a multi-party system. 

Maung Maung also said that 
he and the party’s top leadership 
would resign if the party rejected 
the referendum idea, the state- 
run radio reported. 

Up to one milli on people mar- 
ched in Rangoon against one- 
party rule just hours before 
Maung Maung’s speech, a Wes- 
tern diplomat sakf. Also today, 
the government lifted martial 
law in Rangoon and withdrew 
troops from the city centre. 

Longtime leader Ne Win, who 
toppled the etected-government 
in 1962 and instituted auth- 
oritarian rule, had proposed a 
referendum on multi-party rule 
ip a speech to his Burma Sodalist 
Programme Party when he resig- 
ned on July 23. The party rejected 
the proposal two days later. 

Maung Maung said all 14 
members of the central executive 


committee — including himself 
— would step down if the party 
rejected the proposed referen- 
dum, according to the broadcast, 
monitored in Bangkok. 

If the proposal was accepted. 
Parliament would amend the 
constitution at an emergency ses- 
sion the next day to pave the way 
for holding the referendum, he 
said. 

Today was the third straight 
day of mass protest against the 
rigid government, and Lhe largest 
since military rule was imposed 
in 1962. 

Destroyed 

The Western diplomat, who 
spoke on condition of not being 
identified, said the Rangoon 
demonstration “attracted from 
several hundred thousand up to 
one million” people in the capital 
of 3. 5 million. 

Radio Rangoon, in a broad- 
cast monitored in Bangkok, said 
Maung Maung had signed 
decrees lifting martial law in 
Rangoon and Prome town in 
Pegu district, 240 kilometres (1 50 
miles) north of the capital. 


Former President Sein Lwin 
imposed martial law on Ran- 
goon on Aug 3 following anti- 
government demonstrations. Ne 
■Win imposed it on Prome on July 
22 after mobs destroyed houses 
and shops there. 

Rejoiced 

A throng of 300,000 people 
rejoiced in the Burmese capital 
today declaring victory over the 
government alter a national up- 
rising. 

Chanting and singing demon- 
strators shook hands with sol- 
diers as the military pulled out of 
the streets of the old city follow- 
ing a sudden announcement that 
martial law, was being lifted. 

Meanwhile, Amnesty Inter- 
national has accused Burmese 
soldiers of killing more than 
1,000 demonstrators in anti- 
government protests earlier this 
month. 

Soldiers repeatedly fired into 
the crowds and at protestors who 
turned violent when Burma’s 
student-led unrest peaked in Lhe 
second week of August, an 
Amnesty spokesperson said in 
Geneva.

Israel rejects US protest on deportations 
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OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Aug 24, (Reuter): Israel today 
rejected the strongest US protest 
so far against the expulsion of 
Palestinian activists from the 
occupied territories. 

One Israeli official said the 
harshness of the protest was 
unprecedented. 

As a general strike called by 
underground leaders paralysed 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip, a 
senior Israeli aide vowed to 
prevent the PLO from paying 
Arab officials in the territories 
where salaries previously were 


paid by Jordan. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Alon Liel told reporters Israel 
rejected Washington's conten- 
tion that the deportations of 
dozens of activists violated inter- 
national law. 

Conveyed 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir conveyed tbe Israeli 
stance to US Ambassador 
Thomas Pickering at a private 
meeting after Washington war- 
ned that relations would be har- 
med if Israel went ahead with the 
expulsion of a further 25 Pales- 


tinians, ordered deported last 
week. 

“The subject of deportations 
was raised. Mr Shamir explained 
Israel’s point of view and we do 
not intend to go into further 
details of the contents of this 
dialogue because we wan t to con- 
duct it in diplomatic channels,” 
tbe prime minister's media adv- 
iser, Avi Pazner, said. 

He said both men regretted 
that the contents of tbe US 
protest had been leaked to the 
media. 

The clash between Israel and 


its major ally. Which provides S3 
billion of aid a year, came after 
milder US protests against 
expulsions, the jailing of 2,500 
Palestinian activists without trial 
and the blowing up of suspects' 
homes had no apparent effect.

Refrain 

The text of the US protest, 
obtained by reporters in 
Jerusalem, said: “We urge you to 
reconsider the expulsion^ orders 
or, at a minimum, to refrain from 
carrying them out.

The Defence Ministry’s chief 
co-ordinator for the occupied 
territories, Shmuel Goren, dis- 
missed Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat's announcement that the 
PLO would take responsibility 
for 21,000 teachers and civil 
servants fired by Jordan when it 
cut I%al and administrative ties 
with the West Bank this month.

US experts discount missile theory 


'Explosion on board’ 
caused plane crash 


ISLAMABAD, Aug 24, (UPI): 
US experts investigating the 
plane crash that killed President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq are 
convinced it was caused by 
sabotage, a news report said 
today. 

The Muslim quoted a Pakis- 
tani source as saying that a senior 
American expert, identified as 
US Army Bng. Gen. Cloyd Pfi- 
s ter, returned to Islamabad from 
the crash site on Monday and 
yesterday discussed the probe 
with Pakistani investigators. 

“The Americans were ... con- 
vinced that the crash was an act 
of sabotage and not an 
accident,'' the source told the 
newspaper. 

He said the US experts were 
still not positive of the method 
employed to down the aircraft, 
but added they were “almost 
convinced” that an on-board 
explosion sent it hurtling into the 
ground near the eastern city of 
Bahawalpur last Wednesday. 

A theory that the aircraft was 
hit by a missile “does not hold 
much ground” among the US 
investigators, the source was 
quoted as saying. 

No comment was immediately 
available from the US embassy 
on the report. 

Killed with Zia in the disaster 
were US Ambassador Arnold 
RapheL US Brig. Gen. Herbert 
Wassom and 27 others, including 
some of Pakistan's top military 
brass.

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Vir- 
ginia. Aug 24, (Reuter): The 
University of Virginia, foun- 
ded by Thomas Jefferson to 
produce classically educated 
ladies and gentlemen, is turn- 
ing cigarette machines into 
condom dispensers in a bow 
to social trends. 

“The university is installing con- 
dom vending machines as 
part of its educational effort 
to stop the spread of sexually 
transmitted diseases and 
especially AIDS,” said Dr 
Richard Keeling, director of 
student health services. 

The university, prestigious cen- 
trepiece of the state’s higher 
education system since the 
early 1 9th century, is convert- 
ing 36 tittle-used cigarette 
vending machines into con- 
dom vendors in dormitories, 
dining halls and restrooms.

Pakis- 
tan had been acting as a conduit 
for American arms supplies lo 
Muslim rebels fighting to topple 
the Soviet-installed Kabul 
government. 

A report in Dawn newspaper 
said local journalists were all- 
owed on Monday to visit the 
crash site for the first time and 
found that the bulk of the wreck- 
age was concentrated within a 
half acre (20 ares) of land, with 
other parts scattered within a 
two-acre (80 ares) area. 

The crash created a five-foot- 
deep (1 .5-m-deep) crater and set 
one tree aflame, tbe newspaper 
said.

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More Soviet 
republics 
demanding 
autonomy 

TALLINN. Soviet Union, Aug 
24, (Reuter): Thousands of 
Estonians demonstrated for 
more autonomy from Moscow 
during a day of rallies in all three 
Baltic Republics to mark a 1939 
pact leading to their incorpora- 
tion into the Soviet Union. 

Tass news agency said 1 00,000 
people also turned out in the 
Lith uanian capital ofVilniiisand 
several thousand in the Latvian 
capital of Riga yesterday, the 
49th anniversary of the signing of 
the Nazi-Soviet non-aggression 
pact. 

Secret clauses of the pad, sig- 
ned by the Nazi and Soviet 
foreign ministers on August 23, 
1939. assigned Estonia. Latvia 
and Lithuania to the Soviet 
sphere of influence. 

In Tallinn, thousands of peo- 
ple at two rallies heard charges 
that the Soviet Union bad fal- 
sified the history of the pact and 
the resulting annexation of the 
Baltic countries after Stalin's 
Red Army entered them in 1940. 

Protocols 

Soviet authorities have so far 
stopped short of acknowledging 
the existence of the secret 
protocols, despite their publica- 
tion in two Estonian newspapers 
this month, the first time they 
have been published in the Soviet 
Union. 

Some speakers called for total 
Estonian independence from 
Moscow, while others suggested 
this was unrealistic and urged 
more economic and political 
autonomy within the Soviet 
Union. 

"It is not enough to recognise 
the Soviet occupation of 1940. 
We have to restore our indepen- 
dence." Lagle Parek, a member 
of an Estonian group that has 
urged publication of the 1939 
pact, told a rally of about 2,000 
people in a Tallinn park. 

But Mikk Titma, an Estonian 
Philosopher, warned at a later 
indoor rally attended by more 
than 8.000 people that such calls 
were unrealistic. 

“We must go the way of 
political realism," he said, urging 
Estonia to pursue “regional 
economic autonomy" from 
Moscow. 


Strikes end at four m ines, another eight remain idle 

Polish labour unrest eases 


WARSAW, Aug 24, (Agencies); 
Work resumed at four of 
Poland's striking mines today 
amid signs that the country's 
worst labour unrest since 1981 
was easing. 

Police in riot gear ordered pit- 
men occupying shafts at two of 
the mines to leaveand detained at 
least seven people, strike organ- 
isers said. No force was used. 

Police also entered a bus depot 
in the northwestern city of Szc- 
zecin and ordered out striking 
workers, but there was again no 
use of force, depot workers said. 
Police stormed three transport 
depots in the dty earlier in the 
week. 

After a strike ended yesterday 
at Andaluzja colliery in Silesia, a 
stoppage at the Lenin mine in 
Myslowice-Wesola near Kat- 
owice concluded along with 
strikesat the Victoria and Walbr- 
zych mines in Silesia, the official 
PAP news agency said. 

The police actions occurred at 
the Victoria and Walbrzych 
collieries. The end or the strikes 
cut to eight the total number of 
idle mines. 

20 hurt in 
queue for 
cheap bread 

BELGRADE, Aug 24, (AP): 
Twenty people sought medical 
help after a jostling queue for 
cheap bread turned into a stam- 
pede in the poor southern 
Yugoslav region of Macedonia, 
the Vecemje Novosti daily said 
today. 

The Belgrade daily quoted the 
Macedonian daily Nova 
Macedonia as saying the stam- 
pede occurred in the town of 
Titov Veles, SO kilometres south- 
east of Skopje, capital of 
Yugoslavia's southernmost 
province. 

It gave no date for the incident, 
but said that many bakeries in 
Macedonia do not honour an 
official recommendation that at 
least 60 per cent of their produc- 
tion should be made up of 
cheaper varieties of bread. 

"Many people with their stan- 
dards of living in balance wake 
up early in the morning to form 
lines in front of bakeries,” the 
paper said. 




About 2,000 shipyard and 
dock workers in the Baltic port of 
Gdansk continued a strike they 
began on Monday after a call by 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa. 

Nearly that number of dock 
and transport workers in Szc- 
zecin were still refusing to work. 

Operations resumed at a rail- 
way repair yard in Wroclaw and 
the Cegielsld engine works in 
Poznan, and there was no indica- 
tion of other enterprises joining 
the labour unrest, which be^an in 
Poland's southern coal-mining 
region on Aug 15. 

About 1,200 workers were 
striking at the Stolowa Wola 
steel mill south of Warsaw, 
according to opposition sources. 
PAP said there were only 120. 

Curb 

The authorities are seeking to 
curb the strikes through special 
powers granted by the Interior 
Ministry which allow the imposi- 
tion of curfews, summary court 
proceedings and an increased 
militia presence at strike-hit 
plants. 

State prosecutors in Kat- 
owice, Gdansk and Szczecin 


launched a preliminary inves- 
tigation into toe actions of strike 
leaders yesterday and a curfew 
was imposed in Jastizebie, the 
coal-mining town where toe 
strike wave began. 

The ruling Communist Party 
politburo accepted at a meeting 
last night that Poles were jus- 
tified in complaining of difficult 
hying conditions, but said this 
did not warrant tDegal strikes.

Bomb blast hurts 
Belfast policemen 


BELFAST, Aug 24, (Reuter): 
Two Northern Ireland 
policemen were wounded in a 
bomb blast today hours after 
guerrillas burst in on a children's 
party in Belfast and hijacked a 
car to plant a bomb in the city 
centre. 

The Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary (RUC) said the 
policemen suffered minor 
injuries in the explosion near 
Maghera, county Londonderry. 

A parked van blew up as their 
patrol car passed a spot only 30 
miles (50 km) from toe site of an 
Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
bomb which trilled right British 
soldiers at the weekend. 

Casualties 

Guerrillas who struck in Bel- 
fast last evening burst into a 
home where a children's birth- 
day party was being held. 

Police said the bombers held 
four children and five adults hos- 
tage while they used their car to 


transport the bomb to toe centre 
of Belfast, where it was left near 
office blocks. 

The bomb went off despite 
efforts by bomb disposal experts 
to make it safe with a controlled 
explosion but there were no 
casualties. The bombers tele- 
phoned a warning to security for- 
ces about the bomb's location 
but did not identify themselves. 

"Not content with threatening 
ordinary people, threatening job 
prospects by planting the bomb 
and generally disrupting the lives 
of the public toe terrorists have 
now taken to terrorising 
at a birthday party,” a police 
spokesman said. 

A series of explosions in Nor- 
thern Ireland have been part of a 
stepped-up Irish nationalist 
guerrilla campaign to force an 
end to British rule in the

More earthquake 
victims dug out 


NEW DELHI, Aug 24, (Reuter): 
Relief teams moved into remote 
areas of north India and Nepal 
today, three days after a major 
earthquake shook the 
Himalayas, but officials said the 
death toll, exaggerated in early 
reports, was now about 730. 

Rescuers today dug out vic- 
tims trapped, injured or dead 


under rubble since the worst 
earthquake in the region for 50 
years, and in the Nepalese capital 
of Kathmandu panic spread 
after astrologers predicted a new 
major tremor. 

■ Witnesses in Kathmandu said 
many people left their homes in 
panic after rumours the US 
geological survey had predicted 
an imminent new earthquake. 
The US Information Agency 
denied any such prediction, and 
the rumour was traced to local 
astrologers. 

In India's Bihar state, cabinet 
secretary S.K. Lai raised the 
official death tally to 183 — still 
far below (he 450 local officials 
had first mentioned. He said Air 
Force helicopters were still ferry- 
ing the injured to hospital from 
villages where rescue work con- 


tinued. 

Across the border in Nepal, 
the Home Ministry said the con- 
finned number of dead was 549 
with 857 injured. 

Relief teams were still heading 
into remote areas in the south- 
east of the country, which has 
tenuous communications at the 
best of times, where more victims 
were expected to be found. 

A rehef committee chaired by 
Prime Minister Marich Man 
Singh Shrestha appealed for 
private donations and in res- 
ponse to Nepal’s cry for inter- 
national aid, a British and’ 
French medical teams flew into 
Dharan, the worst affected town, 
on Tuesday. 

British Army units were help- 
ing clean rubble and release vic- 
tims still trapped in villages 
around Dharan, a recruiting cen- 
tre for Nepalese Gurkhas who 
still form several British Army 
battaliops. 

Throngs of homeless people 
wailed today for word from the 
government on shelter and com- 
pensation for houses destroyed 
or rendered unlivable by an 
earthquake. 


UN chief inaugurates

More AIDS 
cases reported 
in Jordan 

AMMAN, Aug 24, (AP): Two 
new cases of AIDS were dis- 
covered recently in Jordan, 
Health Minister Zeid Ham- 
zeh said today. 

That brought to 14 the number of 
people in Jordan with the 
deadly disease. 

“The two cases are being foll- 
owed up and are under con- 
stant observation,” the 
Health Minister said. 

He said that both carriers “were 
resuming their normal life 
and were not hospitalised.” 

He refused to elaborate on the 
cases, including how the two 
were believed to have caught 
the disease. 

AIDS, or acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome, is a dis- 
ease in which a virus attacks 
the body’s immune system, 
leaving victims susceptible to 
a variety of other infections 
and cancers. Almost 90,000 
cases had been reported 
worldwide by April of this 
year. The disease is transmit- 
ted through sexual contact, 
exposure to contaminated 
blood or the sharing of con- 
taminated hypodermic needle 
by drug abusers.

Huge blast wipes out 
Afghan arms depot 


WASHINGTON, Aug 24, 
(UPj): Soviet and American 
official confirm that a huge blast 

occurred at an ammunition and 
fuel storage depot in northern 
Afghanistan, but disagree on the 
□umber of casualties. 

The US intelligence reports, 
gathered from satellite photo- 
graphy and accounts from 
Afghan rebels, said the Aug 10 
explosion wiped out the large 
supply depot al Kalagay. The 
base is located near the Salang 
highway, the main Soviet 
evacuation route to Soviet 
territory. 

One US source said the 
explosion appears to have wiped 
out two year’s worth of ammuni- 
tion supplies for the Afghan 
government forces, and "may 
have also destroyed large 
amounts of gasoline and 
petroleum products. 

The US official said that 
approximately 100 Soviet troops 
were . killed plus “several hun- 
dred” Afghan troops. 

In Moscow, Soviet spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov confirmed 
that the explosion occurred but 
said there were no casual ties. The 
US official, told of Gerasimov's 
denial, said hestood by his earlier 
estimate but LhaL the exact num- 
bers about casualties would not 


be available for several days. 

Afghan rebels claim respon- 
sibility for the huge explosion 
with a rocket attack, but the US 
source said: 

“We don't know what caused 
it. Maybe it was a rocket, but it 
could have been sabotage or even 
somebody smoking a cigarette 
where he shouldn’t. The 
explosion vapourised the place, 
just wiped it out.” 

A number of Soviet aircraft 
and armoured vehicles u ere also 
reported to have bean destroyed. 

Gerasimov confirmed the 
explosion occurred at a military 
site on Aug 10. but blamed 
reports of more than 5(H) died on 
‘‘disinformation" by the Wes- 
tern media. “There were no 
casualties,” he said. 

The explosion further reduces 
the survival chances for the 
bcieagured Afghan government 
of the Soviet-sponsored Presi- 
dent Najibullah. 

Collapse 

Najibullah's brother, 

Sediqullah Rahi. who defected to 
the United Stales last week, told 
reporters at a State Department 
news conference that the Afghan 
government will quickly collapse 
once the Soviet forces are out. 
The troop withdrawal is

Stale Department spokw-.- 
woman Phyllis Oakley said Yes- 
terday the collapse of the 
Najibullah government is aUo 
expected to put an end to i!ie 
epidemic of terrorism in Pakis- 
tan. 

The State Department, in it* 
survey of international terrorism 
in 1987. listed 127 attacks in Pak- 
istan. mainly against \fghun 
refugees and Pakistani civilian.*- 
in 1987.

UN Resolution 598 refers to 
the withdrawal of all forces “to 
the internationally recognised 
borders without delay.' 1 Iran 
bolds that the 1,180-kilometre 
(737-mile) common border was 
delineated in a treaty concluded 
in 1975 between the two coun- 
tries during the rule of Shah Reza 
Pahlavi. 


In particular, that treaty gran- 
ted Iran its long-sought claim to 
the eastern half of the 203- 
kilometre (127-miles) Shatt Al 
Arab, the confluence of the 
Euphrates and Tigris riven and 
Iraq's only access to the open sea. 

That waterway has been the 
subject of border disputes for 
centuries. Iraq unilaterally 
repudiated the 1975 treaty on 
Sept 17, 1980, five days before its 
forces crossed into Iran. 

President Saddam Hussein 
called the Shatt “totally Iraqi 
and totally Arab.” On Sept 23, 
1980, Iraq announced three 
territorial conditions for ending 
the war — Iranian recognition of 
Iraqi claims to the entire water- 
way, to water rights to riven 


flowing from Iran to Iraq, and to 
three Gulf islands seized by Iran 
in 1971. 

Reparations: 

In March 1985, Iran officially 
assessed the cost of its war 
damage as S3S0 billion and 
announced it would seek repara- 
tions. An Iranian newspaper 
earlier thismonth estimated total 
losses from the the war at $600 
billion. 

There has been no recent 
official claim by Tehran. Iraq has 
not issued an official assessment 
of war damages. UN Resolution 
598, which calls for a “compre- 
hensive, just and honourable set- 
tlement,” makes no direct 
reference to reparations.

Palestinian uprising 
spills into Israel 


By Jonathan Karp 


TEL AVIV. (Reuter): When 
Arabs hurled three fire bombs 
from the roof of a Tel Aviv shop- 
ping mall in June, many Israelis 
feared ibe Palestinian uprising in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip had spilled into 
Israel. 

A grenade blast on Saturday 
that wounded 25 people on a 
busy street in nearby Haifa rein- 
forced the feeling many people 
have that the eight-month-old 
intifada (uprising) is also being 
fought inside Israel. 

Politicians and security 
officials have sought to allay the 
fears. 

“Naturally, there are cases 
with clear nationalist motives, 
but I would say these incidents 
are sporadic, occurring here and 
there,” Tel Aviv police chief 
Yigael Marcus told Reuters. 

Tel Aviv, the commercial and 
entertainment capital of Israel 
and seat of its largest 
metropolitan area, is in many 
ways the heart of the modem 
Jewish state. It was founded on 
Mediterranean sand dunes 
almost SO years ago as the first 
ali-Jewish city in modem times. 

No one was injured by the fire 
bombs in Tel Aviv, which were 
tossed into a side street. 

Crimes 

Since the incident, however. 
Tel Aviv police have recorded 
more than 40 politically 
motivated crimes, a marked 
increase over any two-month 
period in recent memory, a sen- 
ior officers say. 

Arab-Jewish violence in the 
area has escalated in the past two 
weeks with the deaths of three 
Palestinians from arson, the 
beatings of Jive Arabs, the 
attempted drowning of a Jewish 
boy, and a spate of arsons and 
incidents of rock — and bottle- 
throwing. 

In addition, so many Nazi 
swastikas and pro-Palestine 
Liberation Organisation slogans 
have been daubed on Tel Aviv 
buildings that the municipality 
has set up a unit solely devoted to 
cleaning them olT. 

“We call it the anti-intifada 
team." a city official told 
Reuters, only partly in jest. His 
unit answered more than 50 calls 
in its first week of operation. 

Marcus maintains the in- 
cidents are no cause for alarm. 

With 27.000 Israeli Arabs in 
the southern Jaffna area and an 
eslima led " tens of thousands” of 


West Bank and Gaza Palestinian 
workers, the Tel Aviv area has 
long been a site of Arab-Jewish 
violence, stemming mostly from 
ordinary crime. 


The volatile atmosphere 
creaLed by the intifada has 
imbued almost every episode of 
Arab-Jewish strife with political 
significance. 

Moreover, police say, both 
sides are taking advantage of the 
tensions to stroke their respec- 
tive nationalist fires, leading to 
exaggerated stories of, among 
others, beatings and attempted 
drownings. 

it’s often like trying to find 
out whether the dog bit the man 
or the man bit the dog,” Marcus 
said. 

Another senior officer 
remarked: “We have to be 
careful because the re are somany 
interests at stake.” 


In one case, a Tel Aviv woman 
claimed nationalist Arabs tried 
to kidnap her six-year-old son. 
Her vivid description of the 
incident sparked anger among 
Jews. But police quickly dismis- 
sed her account after failing to 
find any witnesses to an event 
that supposedly occurred in 
broad daylight in a busy shop- 
ping district. 

However, the next day two 
Jewish men In the same lower- 
middle-class neighbourhood, in 
an apparent act of reprisal, were 
accused of attacking two Arab 
workers along with tbe workers’ 
Jewish boss who tried to defend 
them. 

Reprisal 

Reprisals worry Marcus. He 
denies the intifada has reached 
Tel Aviv but asserts his job is to 
prevent it from snowballing. 

The incidents in the Tel Aviv 
area have not commanded much 
media attention, compared to 
clashes in the occupied 
territories, where nearly all of the 
unrest's more than 262 Arab and 
four Jewish victims have been 
killed. 

Violence begets more violence 
on both sides. Police arrested 
four Jews from the nearby 
suburb of Or Yehuda on susp- 
icion of locking three Gaza Strip 
Arab labourers in a shed ana 
burning them to death. 

Army officials said that news 
of the Or Yehuda : incident 
sparked protests among the 
650,000 Palestinians of the Gaza 
Strip, quashed by a round-the- 
clock Army curfew in mid- 
August. 


Zia’s death 


Afghan government 
benefits indirectly

KABUL, (UP1): The Afghan 
government is likely lo benefit 
indirectly from the death of Pak- 
istani President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq and the Soviet Union 
could find it easier to complete its 
troop withdrawal from Afghan- 
istan. 

Although diplomats said 
Thursday they did not expect any 
major shift in Pakistan's support 
for Afghan rebels fighting the 
communist government follow- 
ing Zia's death Wednesday in a 
plane crash, they noted the 
guerrillas have lost their most 
unwavering supporter in Zia. 

"Zia is going to be a hard man 
to replace in terms of devotion lo 
the mujahedeen (guerrilla) 
cause.” a Western diplomat said. 

Other analysts added that the 
country is bound to be diverted 
from this support as different 
factions vie for power. “To some 

extent, the Afghan government 
will be given breathing space.” a 
senior Asian diplomat said. 

Resistance 

The resistance also is likely to 
be hampered, at least tem- 
porarily, by the death of Gen 
Akhlar Abdur Rahman, the 
Pakistani chief of stale who was 
aboard Zia’s aircraft. Rahman 
co-ordinated assistance to the 
rebels and had close personal 
rapport with all the guerrilla 
leaders. 

With Pakistan investigating 
the possibility of sabotage in the 
crash. Afghanistan's govern- 
ment and its chief sponsor, the 
Soviet Union, are bound lo come 
under suspicion. 

Former US Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger said the Soviets 
will get “credit" in the region for 
Zia's death and “are significant 
beneficiaries.” He added, “it 
reduces Pakistan’s capacity lo 


influence the ouLcome of the 
Afghan ci v i 1 war that will ine vi ta- 
bly occur in Afghanistan after 
Soviet troops withdraw.” 

He also said Zia's death makes 
it “easier” for the Soviets to con- 
tinue their withdrawal. “This 
makes the supply to resistance 
fighters more difficult ... because 
there will be no really auth- 
oritative government in Pakistan 
for many months, not until the 
elections.” scheduled for 
November. 


President Najibullah of Afgh- 
anistan has offered his condolen- 
ces and expressed hopes for good 
future relations with Pakistan. 

However, a Soviet source, who 
declined to be identified, said 
several high-ranking Afghan 
officials had expressed “a satis- 
fied reaction” to Zia’s death, 
although he dismissed the pos- 
sibility of involvement by Mos- 
cow or Kabul. 

Zia had so many enemies, not 
only Afghanistan and the Soviet 
Union,” he said' 

India has fought three wars 
with Pakistan and relations 
recently have been tense. Zia also 
had numerous internal oppon- 
ents opposed lo his harsh Islamic 
rule. 

Attack 

A senior US official pointed 
obliquely toward possible Soviet 
involvement saying in Washing- 
ton. “the Soviets have been 
attacking and warning Zia for 
the past week, so they have some 
explaining to do.” 

As the Soviet troop withdr- 
awal from Afghanistan has 
picked up steam, there have been 
increasing charges by Moscow 
and Kabul that Islamabad was 
violating the Geneva accord 
which established the timetable 
for the pullout of 1 1 5,000 Soviet 
soldiers, scheduled to be com- 
pleted by Feb 1 5.

Japan’s Army struggles 




to get the right stuff

TOKYO, (Reuter): Japan's mi- 
litary can afford increasingly 
complex technology but finds it 
has to scrape the barrel to get new 
soldiers. 

“It has always been dilficult to 
get enough people but the situa- 
tion is getting worse,” said Take- 
shi Ozawa, a staff department 
director at the Defence Agency. 


The agency is trying to 
improve some of the more spar- 
tan conditions at its base. 

But, said Ozawa in an 
interview: “Young people ... are 
less prepared to live in a military 
base with thousands of other sol- 
diers, where privacy is limited 
and they have to put up with less 
comfort.” 


Japanese military experts said 
the Japan Self Defence Forces 
(JSDF) have always had a 
negative imagge due to their 
ambiguous position in the coun- 
try's recent history. 

At the end of World War II, a 
devastated and war-weary Japan 
agreed it would renounce war 
and never rebuild its own Army. 
The JSDF was created in 1 954 as 
a volunteer Army for home 
defence. 


“Nobody really wants to work 
for tbe Self Defence Forces 
unless they have to,” said Tetsuo 
Maeda, author of several books 
on Japan's defence affairs. 

Pay is competitive. A young 
recruit can expect about 1 10,000 
yen ($850) a month plus bed and 
board, comparable to the total 
package for a young graduate 
starting in a major company. 

Money, however, is not bring- 
ing in the right people, say some 
independent experts. Maeda said 
many youths joined because it 
was the only job they could get. 
They could then use their Army 
training in different skills as a 
step to a job in big Japanese com- 
panies, after serving four to six 
years. 

The agency pays over 4,100 
recruiting officers around Japan 
to employ about 20,000 young 
soldiers each year to replace 
those who terminate their 
service. That is getting near to 10 
per cent of the total force, curren- 
tly 260,000. 

Desperate to make the number 
match, the recruiting officers not 
only approach high school 
graduates but check all kinds of 
unemployment lists, said a for- 
mer defeace agency official, who 
declined to be named. 


Ozawa disagreed that stan- 
dards were falling. “Tbe quality 
of the people working for the Self 
Defence Force is definitely 
improving compared to 1950s 
and 1960s,” he said. 

The independent experts made 
no comparisons but were pes- 
simistic. “It is definitely not the 
best of each generation who go to 
the Self Defence Forces,” said 
Haruo Fuji, another author of 
books on military matters. 

Maeda said the JSDF di- 
lemma was that recruitment 
standards were falling at the 
same time as military technology 
grew in complexity and the 
United States was putting more 
pressure on Japan to play a larger 
role in its own defence. In the past 
decade defence spending has 
doubled. 

The debate over the quality of 
the JSDF was raised in public last 
month when only one sailor from

US no longer worried about 


Soviet military threat

WASHINGTON: Americans 

are no longer as worried about 
the Soviet military threat as they 
onoe were. The “new detente” 
with Moscow has conspicuously 
lowered public concern. 

But as Democratic no mine e 
Michael Dukakis and his run- 
ning mate Lloyd Bentsen cam- 
paign for the White House, they 
will seek to capitalize on a new 
nuance in the American mood. 
Polls point to a growing view that 
American security is as much a 
questi oo of economics as 
military strength and that the 
danger to the United States of 
losing out economically to Japan 
and other countries is greater 
ultimately than the Soviet threat. 

Hence, Governor Dukakis' 
unrelenting stress on jobs and 
Senator Benisen's experience m 
the field of trade and finance 
could be important factors in the ‘ 
election, say political observers." 

“Foreign policy is being 
redefined in < way that brings it 
into the domestic arena as much 
as I can remember,” says Kevin 
Phillips, a conservative Repub- 
lican and publisher of the 
American Political Report. “So 
there’s an overlapping of the new 
foreign policy with basic domes- 
tic issues.” 

Trade 

Political analysts agree that 
foreign policy is not pivotal in an 
election unless there is a war or 
threat of war, or unless the can- 
didates take extreme, polarizing 
positions on issues. Neither is the 
case in 1988. But voters are voic- 
ing concern about trade, fair- 
ness, and a perceived economic 
threat from abroad. 

Asked in a recent Gallup poll 
about their potential concerns 
for Lhe future, 27 per cent of the 
respondents said they were “very 
concerned” about a military con- 
flict. But tbe figures roseto 40 per 
cent when people were queried , 
about concern over the growth of 
foreign investment in the US, 50 - 
per cent on loss of jobs, and 40 
per cent on the decline in the 
quality of American products. 

Andrew Kohut, president of 
the Gallup Organization, calls 
this a “new twist” on the foreign 
policy front. Whereas Lhe Soviet

military threat once loomed as 
the major foreign policy issue, he 
notes, there has been a “momen- 
tous change” in attitudes toward 
the Soviet Union. 


“The success of the Reagan 
adminjs txation in. tenns of disar- 
mament and the new detente 
with. .the .Russians has taken 
away one of the Republican 
chips in recent years,” Kohut 
says. Opinions about foreign 


policy usually divided the

Except in dramatic instances 
where the country is engaged in a 
war — as in Vietnam in 1972 — 
foreign policy in presidential 
elections is more a matter of 
“national feelings." of how a 
candidate will manage the 
national interest and articulate 
that interest says Dr Ladd. In 
1984, he points out, Reagan was 
criticized on specific foreign 
policy failures, including Central 
America and Beirut, but he con- 
veyed the image of a “strong 
articulator of the national posi- 
tion that transcended specific 
actions.”

tury. 

Yesterday Greek and Turkish 
factions from Cyprus opened 
two days of meetings in a new 
attempt to resolve the divided 
island's political future. 

Both sets of talks are brokered 
by the United Nations, which has 
its European base at the former 
League of Nations building. 
Switzerland, in keeping with its 
strict neutrality, is not a UN 
member. 

The heavy UN focus is also 
likely to overshadow a third 
major meeting on the city’s 
neutral ground: a US-Soviet 
review of the Anti-Ballistic Mis- 
sileTreaty, whose outcome could 
affect superpower arms reduc- 
tion talks. 

The “Geneva spirit” sawa ren- 
aissance this year with the com- 
pletion of a US-Soviet treaty 
scraping intermediate-range 
missiles — the first true disar- 
mament treaty in 16 years — and 
the signing of a UN-backed 
accora setting a Soviet troop 
pullout from Afghanistan. 

Those agreements took years 
to complete, a fate that may

befall the I ran- Iraq talks, called 
to settle points of conflict after 
both sides accepted a ceasefire in 
their eight-year war. 

And many reconciliation bids 
have failed since the city began 
earning its special reputation 1 16 
years ago with the settlement of a 
controversy arising from the 
American civil war. 

In that dispute, the United 
States was seeking reparations 
for damages inflicted on its ships 
by a British-eq uipped frigate that 
was sailing for the secessionist 
confederate forces. 

The United States and Britain 
agreed to international arbitra- 
tion, and a Geneva tribunal ruled 
in 1872 that Britain should pay 
the United States $ 1 5.5 million in 
damages. 

A plowshare made from the 
swords of American naval 
officers was put in the city hal! to 
symbolise Geneva's inter- 
national mediating role. 

Nine years earlier, the Red 
Cross idea was launched by 
Henry Diinant, a Genevan, after 
he witnessed the horrors of a bat- 
tle between French and Austrian 
troops. Tbe International Red 
Cross now is based in Geneva. 


Hopes were high in 1919 when 
Geneva was chosen to host the 
League of Nations. US President 
Woodrow Wilson, the prime 
mover behind establishing the 
League, favoured Geneva 
because its association with John 
Calvin and other Protestants 
appealed to his Presbyterianism. 

In the crisis-prone 1930s, the 
League could do little against 
Adolf Hitler’s rise to power in 
Germany or Italy's war in Eth- 
iopia, and it collapsed in World 
Warn. 

But the United Nations made 
Geneva its European centre in 
1946. Most UN-affiliated agen- 
cies are headquartered here, 
from the World Health Organ- 
isation to the International 
Telecommunication Union. 

Arms control issues have been 
widely discussed in various ven- 
ues in Geneva, but the only true 
global disarmament treaty to 
date is tbe 1972 biological arms 
ban. Efforts to ten all chemical 
weapons and nuclear tests have 
gone onfor years. 

Despite the limited successes, 
Washington and Moscow have 
extolled the Geneva spirit since 
the first summit between US 


President Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev in 1 985 signaled a new phase 
in superpower relations. 

Last April, the two super- 
powers co-signed the UN 
agreement on Afghanistan after 

six years of negotiations. 

US Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard Shevardnadze retur- 
ned to Geneva a month later to 
settle final details of the Inter- 
mediate-range Nuclear Forces 
Treaty. US-Soviet talks on cut- 
ting long-range atomic arsenals 
are continuing. 

Arbitration 

Earlier this month, represen- 
tatives of South Africa, Angola 
and met here under US media- 
tion and agreed on first concrete 
moves toward a southwest 
African settlement. But complete 
peace package still seems a way 
off. 

Geneva was the launching pad 
forintemational arbitration bet- 
ween Chile and Argentina on the 
century-old Beagle Channel dis- 
pute, and between Egyptand 
Israel over competing claims to 
the Taba strip. 


While foreign policy may not 
be a central issue in the cam- 
paign, there is no doubt the Duk- 
akis- Bentsen team will come 
under atlack for its lack of 
diplomatic experience. Repub- 
lican challenger George Bush is 
expected to continue highlight- 
ing his immense experience in 
foreign policy posts, including 
US ambassador to the United 
Nations and China and director 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

But political observers suggest

“Iran-Contra remain* liie 
pivotal event in the Reagan 
administration that will deter- 
mine whether Bush gets ejected,” 
says KohuL “People do want to 
forget Iran-Contra, but it under- 
mined a fragile confidence in 
government and the administra- 
tion . ... Reagan has not 
recovered and Bush continues to

Although Bush has repeatedly 
responded to questions about 
Iran-Contra, GOP operatives 
Jhmk he has not put the issue 
behind him.

Tough juggling act for Sinha and Babbar 


Mixing show business and politics 


.5* V ■■ ■ f. ' \ V . 
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IT appears that the sad & sorry 
experience of Amitabh Bach- 
chao and Mithun in politics has 
not made their colleagues any 
wiser. Two stars who have been 
toying with the idea and hob- 
nobbing with politicians are 
Raj Babbar and Shatrughan' 
Sinha. They are on the verge of 
jumping into the ‘'cesspool" as 
Bachchan once described iL 

Two factors make their task 
doubly difficult. One is that 
they have chosen to join the 
opposition, which m eans flow- 
ing against the tide of the ruling 
party. Secondly they are both 
quite busy with several films on 
hand, which means that with 
one foot each in two boats, 
smooth sailing is out of ques- 
tion. 

Sinha has already started 
feeling the pinch of siding with 
the opposition, especially bis 
support of the newly elected 
leader V.P. Singh. Sinha's art 
film Anfcujati Yatra made by 
Bengali Gautam Ghose has 
become a dear victim of this. 
The film was completed, it was 
blocked by the Calcutta censor 
board on the flimsy pretext that

it' advocated ‘“sati” , when 
actually the film protests 
against such outdated^ radices 
of women being sacrificed for 
the sake of men. 

The delay by the censors 
meant that the film could not be 
entered for the Berlin festival. 


When the censor objections 
were brought to the notice of 
the press the film was quickly 
d eared. It was entered for the 
National Awards. But here 
again, politics came into play. 
Some jury members exerted 
their pressure and the top-most 


award went to the Assamese 
film Halodfaia though it was 
much inferior to AutaijaE, 
which was only given the best 
Bengali film award and little 
else.. Sinha of course had 
not a ghost of a chance as best 
actor, though he had accepted 
the small film in that hope. 

Game 

When the film was to be 
entered in leading world fes- 
tivals, the all mighty N.F.D-C. 
stepped in to play hs own game. 
Ironically the film has been fin- 
anced by the Corporation 
itself. Yet Sinha's presence in it 
was like a red rag to a bull . They 
entered it in a "certain section" 
of the nances festival. When 
the Tashkent fete authorities 
beard of the film they insisted 
on AntarjaE being entered for 
competition. But the N.F.D.C 
offered stiff resistance and 
stuck to its first choice, the 
Kannada film Tabaraae Kathe. 

Fortunately Tashkent 
remained firm and at "the last 
moment Antaijali became a 
competing entry. And the 
result? It won the top most 
award of the Golden Semuxg, 


Kamal Haasan: brains plus brawn

KAMAL HAASAN: The one- 
time chubby-cheeked, pug- 
nosed child star, is today Lae 
blue-eyed boy of the South 
Indian screen. 

He is one of the most versatile 
performers around, one of the 
few brainy guys in a field where 
brainless wonders abound. 

The actor, who in his greener 
years had not cared to sort the 
chaff from the wheat, almost 
found his career going awry at 
one stage. 

In recent times, however, 
Kamal has consolidated his 
position and, despite being one 
of the most sought-after stars in 
.thfcSputh, rarely. take§on. more 
than one film at a time. 

-Jfcjiscommi tinent to bis career 
is-tdt&land. with his legicm of 
fans standing steadfastly by 
him, success, has become his 
constant companion. 

With his handsome looks 
and his tough physique 
carefully main tamed thanks to 
a strict diet and exercise, Kamal 
is the perfect choice for all those 
tough he-man roles. 

He has just finished shooting 
: for one such role in Sure Sam- 
haram and is awaiting the 
release ofhis mentor Balachan- 
! der's Uunal Modiyipn Tbambi 
in which he-plays a role close to 
hisheart. 

Won 

Kamal has just won his 
eleventh Fihnlare award 
(including a Hindi one), this 
time for a Finely-etched perfor- 
mance in the silent film Pash- 
pa ka vim ana (Kannada). 

Kamal's triumphs include win- 
ning the national best actor 
award twice — the second one 
was his portrayal of a mafia 
Don in the film Nayakau regar- 
ded as his career-best.

award for the Hindi film 
Saagar. Though he has had a 
lean trot in Hindi films, he is 
very likely to do a film for K.C. 
Bokadia. Kamal is one actor 
who never fights shy ofthepress 
and is ever eager to exchange 
ideas and views with members 
of the fourth estate. 

"1 was baptised into cinema 
ai a very early age and did my 
fil5t film K qlaftmr Kaimima 

when I was barely frveyearsold. 
I won the National Award for 
the best child actor for this film. 

Later I did a number of good 
roles in films like Aranda 
Jotfu,” recollects Kamal. As 
often happens with child stars,

when he began to sprout whisk- 
ers as adolescence set in. 

Undeterred by this reverse 
and with some dance training, 
he soon set up shop as a dance 
assistant 

He caught the eye of one of 
the most gifted directors in 
Tamil cinema, K. Balachandcr, 
who groomed him and honed 
his talents. Balachandcr cast his 
protege in a number o f films Kke 
Arangetram, SoTlathan, Nimuk- 
kiren, Apoona Ragaoga! and 
Aval OnzThodarlcaOaL 
Breaks 

“One of my significant 
breaks came to me in Bharathi 
Rajaa’s Pathinaru Vayadhinflc 
in which I played the tolaily de- 
glam orised role ofa village idiot 
in love with the local beauty," 
reminisces Kamai 

Though I had to literally 
sweat it out this character gave 
me an opportunity to show my 
versatility and range, and tins 
film proved to be a turning 
point in my career." Kamal 
later played a psychopath in 
Bharathi Raja's Stgappo 
RojakkaJ — the runaway suc- 
cess ofhis film made him one of 
the safest bets at the box-office. 

Since then he has given the 


industry some of its biggest hits 
in films lib: Varamaiyta Nrcam 
Sivappu, Mato Charithn 
(Tetagn), Sdkahkalsvallavaa, 
KtatitM Chattai, Oni KaiAfyia 
XXaty, and Praragai Maana. 

Kamal turned producer with 
his hundredth film Riga Fanai 
where he played a blind violinist 
who wins the love ofa Christian 
girl. Says Kamal, Raja Parvai 
directed by Singjtham Srin- 
ivasa Rao was an aesthetically 
satisfying film but collections 
were not on par with expecta- 
tions. 

Surpassed 

Two films where the actor 
surpassed his past performan- 
ces where the recent Nayakan 
and Pudqnkarimara. The for- 
mer film superbly directed by 
Mani Rathinam traced the life 
of a mafia don. Kamal turned in 
'a sterling characterisation as 
the ageing don who eventually 
comes to grief. 

Poshpakavimara, a throw- 
back to the days when films 
were silent, was an entertainer 
all the way. Kamal played an 
‘unemployed youth with the 
charming Arnala providing an 
apt foil. 

This film, which had 
humorous sequences jux- 
taposed with scenes depicting 
homo-truths, clicked in all its 
dubbed versions too. Kama! 
says, “This film was a once in a 
lifetime effort. 

I doubt whether 1 will ever get 
another opportunity to do a 
similar role. When making the 
film we Tound that any dialogue 
would have been an 
impediment and not an asset." 

Much was expected from 
Kamal after he made his bow in 
Hindi films, with the all-time 
grosser Ek Duje Ke Liye a re- 
makeoftheTdugu blockbuster 
Maro Chari thra. 

But later, barring films like 
S » m w Ten and 

Saagar, most ofhis other Hindi 
films failed or met with a luk- 
ewarm response. 

Kamal's track record in 
Tdugu has been much better. 
He was seen to advantage in 
Vishwanath’s Sagara Saa- 
ga m a m and SwattaMathyam, 

He reveals that he will be 
starring in movie mogul Rama 
Naidu's forthcoming produc- 
tion which will be an 
extravaganza with lavish sets 
and top stars.

whereas Tabarsne would sot 
have had a chance. Due to the 
eleventh-hour hassels, neither. 
Gautam Ghose nor 
Shatrughan Sinha coukl attend 
the festival. Some petty official 
of N.F.D.C. received the 
award. In contrast, a third-rate 
film like Pancbvati had seven 
delegates at the festival. Sinha's 
absence at Tashkent despite his 
express desire, to go has 
become quite a talking point in 
the film & political circles. 

Sinha was quoted by the 
press as saying: “I wanted to go 
to Tashkent, as it would be a 
glorious moment of a life time. I 
was not informed of Antaxjali’s 
entry. I contacted NJF.D.C., 
and when I went to Delhi, 1 got 
in touch with the Festival direc- 
torate, but their response was 
cool The managing director of 
N.F.D.C. assured me that she 
would do something. But for 
five crucial days they did not 
even bother to phone me. My 
request was kept pending tin 
the festival was over." 

Gautam Ghose cannot enter 
the controversy because he has 
been financed by the NJ’JD.C. 
and they can still block his film. 
For example, the Hindi version 
Mahayatni is bong held tip for 
unspecified reasons. In his 
telegram to Sinha, however 
Ghose wrote: "Keep up the 
fight". 

Sinha has boldly declared 
that he was deliberately 
boycotted because of his 
political views, and the 
N.FJ3.C. did not want him to 
rain popularity in U.S.S.R. 
Otherwise, his visit coukl have 
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the sixty Indian delegates, who 
attended the festival many of 
them without any connection 
with the films shown. 

Sinha has a soft corner for 
V.P. Singh and does not 
hesitate to admire him. 
Moreover, Sinha has made full 
plans to enter politics from 
Bihar. This is his native 
province and lakhs of Biharis 
love him. When he tours the 
region, huge crowds follow him 


‘everywhere and V.I.P. type 
security has to be maintained. 
Sinha wants to gain from this 
and establish a foothold. He 
plans initially to hold charity 
shows and collect funds for the 
flood-ravaged people. Then he 
will conduct a mass contact 
programme in which opposi- 
tion leaders may participate' 
and speak. But S inha knows all 
too well that the opposition 
parties also have many black 
sheep. Will he be able to keep 
ihem at bay. with his frank 
nature and blunt speech? Or 
will he make more enemies? 

In spite of all this, Shatrn has 
not lost his sense oFhumour. He 
is constantly cracking jokes in 
very down-to-earth language. 
He says his name itself stands 
for "enemy", so he can't help 
fighting evu and nonsense. He 
told journalists that he wants to 
-do public service as an enlight- 
ened artiste. He is not crazy 
about fighting elections or get- 
ting a chair. We teased him 
whether he aimerfat becoming 
Chief Minister. He caught his 
own ears with arre nahin baba. 
But he added mischievously 
that the Bihar government 
starts doing some work only 
when he goes there. 

Shatru is also very busy with 
his films. In case he is a flop in 


his earlier career especially as 
he does not insist on being the 
-romantic hero, like Amitabh. 
He bas already switched to 
character roles as in Ehndgarz. 
He has taken on some 45 films 
and is refusing new offers every 
day. How wifi he find enough 
time for politics? Any one field 
is bound to suffer. This is not 
the case with Raj Babbar, who 
has fewer films on hand, due to 
his recent flops. 

flahiw 

Babbar has been close to 
VJP. Singh right from the time 
file leader separated from the 
Congress party. He attends all 
ofSingh's meetings and proces- 
sions, and looks after him dur- 
ing his Bombay visits. He is a 
part of the Jan Morcha 
movement like producers 
jA fmaram, Vi jay Anand and 
some stars. It has been reported 
that Babbar even organised his 
own procession in Agra and 
tried to blow his own trumpet. 
These seem to indication ofhis 
foray into active politics, but 
when talking to the press, he 
claims Kke Sinha, lo be interes- 
ted in only the service aspect 
and not the struggle for chairs. 
Consequently he is lending his 
support to the “rigjitleader.”. 


Babbar also claims that he 
has signed 35 films of which 25 
are being actively shot. 
Whatever the actual number, 
he is constantly accused of 
neglecting his film work when- 
ever there is the call of politics. 
But he denies this vehemently. 
Moreover, he had to give up 
certain films due to his political 
affiliation, especially films 
made by government suppor- 
ters with public money, or 
those in which his co-stars were 
people like Amitabh or Rajesh 
Khanna, from the Congress I 
party. 

A bigger danger faced by 
Babbar is that his films may be 
boycotted on T.V. One of his 
old starrers due for a Sunday 
telecast was pushed aside 
because he was the star. 
Producers could be deterred 
from signing him on. He may 
not get any work in T.V. films 
or serials and he could never 
attempt producing a serial, like 
Rajesh Khanna who did so 
with the poor stuff Aadha Such, 
Aadha Jhooth. Even B.R. 
Chopra's marathon serial I 
Mahabharat is said to be falling 
in the danger zone as Babbar 
plays an important part in it

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More of the world’s worst failures ! 1 1 TODAYS CROSSWOBD 


The most lines 
forgotten by one actor 

IN oneof thegreatstage perfor- 
mauces of our lime Paul Green- 
wood breathed new life into a 
familiar old play by forgetting 
almost every line of his part at 
the Barbican Theatre, London, 
on July 24, 1984. 


Last week we published extracts from Stephen 
Pile’s book of ‘heroic failures,’ which records the 
worst performances in various fields. We continue 
with some more instances of hmnan achievement 
supplied by the author in his forthcoming book 
‘The Return of Heroic Failures.’ 


At the opening night of The 
Happiest Days of Your Life he 
single-handedly transformed 


an otherwise predictable show. 
The great actor strode con- 
fidently onto the stage and 
placed his golf bag on the table. 
It immediately slid off. signall- 
ing that we were in the presense 
of a master. 

After saying a few lines 
correctly, perhaps to show 
what a dull evening it would be 
without his intervention, he 
began rummaging in his pock- 
ets so he could “lake a note" as 
the script demanded. 

It all began when his propell- 
ing pencil didn't have any lead 
and then his pen didn't have 
any ink and then he realised 
there was total silence on stage 
while he was supposed to be 
speak Lag. 

Now elegantly flustered, his 
face was suffused with the finest 
expressions of blankness ever 
seen on the London stage. He 
launched into a bravura selec- 
tion of original lines that would 
have come as a great surprise to 
the playwright 

In act two he varied his per- 
formance and began saying 
everybody else's lines, 
whereupon he turned to the 
audience and said; “I'm sorry, 
we'll have to stop because I'm 
talking nonsense up here. You 
see, there was no lead in my 
pencil.'' Wheu a colleague ad- 
libbed that “this has always 
been your problem" it brought 
the house down. 

By act three the excellent 
Greenwood was completely 
liberated from the plot “Shall I 
start again?" he asked the enth- 
ralled audience. “Yes," they 
roared back, wishing to bask 
anew in such an original perfor- 
nance. 

One theatre, critic took this 
opportunity to review the 
prompter who was “such a 
eature of the evening," while 
The Times hai led i l as “ memory 
loss on a grand scale." 

The worst opening 
sentence of a novel 

NO one has done more to 
encourage our sort of novelist 
than Professor Scott Rice of the 
San Jose State University. In 


1983 he launched the Bulwer- 
Lytton contest for the worst 
opening sentence to a novel and 
was instantly flooded with 
10,000 entries from SO coun- 
tries. 

He started the contest “to fill 
a need." Most literary con tests, 
he said, are inherently unfair, 
favouring as they do talent, sen- 
sibility and intelligence. “They 
are callously neglectful of the 
mediocre masses, those who 
might be authors if they had 
any craft, vision or message." 

The contest was named after 
the 19th century British novel- 
ist, Edward Buiwer-Lytton, in 
whose work a glass of beer is 
always “a nectarian beverage” 
and a bedroom is “so mnam - 
bular accommodation" and a 
man lighting his pipe is des- 
cribed "as “applying the 
Promethean spark to his tube." 

Just a few examples show the 
high standard of entrant in this 
now annual event. Some are 
domestic dramas: 

“ ‘The variety of quirks, ail- 
ments and miscellaneous dis- 
figurements that can strike the 
average supermarket cart is 
truly amazing,” she said. 

Others set a mood: 

“It was autumn, and the fog 
clung to the old house as it did 
nearly every autumn (with the 
exception of the previous year, 
which had been incredibly 
sunny) like damp gauze on the 
soldier’s wound, except there 
was no blood, as hestopped the 
car at the kerb and gazed 
thoughtfully towards the 
house." 

Yet others launch into the 
ever-popular spy genre: 

“It came to hrm in a cocaine 
rush as be took the Langley exit 
that if Aldrich had told Filipov 
about Hancock only Tulfgen- 
gian could have known that the 
photograph which Wagner had 
shown to Maximov on the jolt- 
ing S-bann was not the 
photograph of Kessler that 
Bradford had found at the 
dark, sinister house in the 
Schillerstrasse the day that 
Straub told Perdval that the 
man on the bridge had not been 
Aksakov but Pawstovsky, 
which meant that it was sot 


Kleist but Kruger that Cheren- 
sky had met in the Weak, win try 
Grunewald and that, therefore, 
only Frau Epp could have 
known that Muller had foll- 
owed Droysen to the steamy 
aromatic cafe in the BeeLhoven- 
strasse where he had told Buer- 
ger that Todorov had known 
since the IJebermann affair 
that McIntyre had not met 
Stoltz at the Golitzer Bannhof 
but instead had met Sommer in 
the cavernous Anhalter Bann- 
hof." 

Anyone wishing to study the 
entries in more detail is recom- 
mended to read It was a Dark 
and Stormy Night, the uplifting 
volume in which Professor Rice 
reprints the whole lot 

The worst opera 
programme notes 
THE Genoa Opera Company 
staged a memorable produc- 
tion of Bizet’s Carmen in 1 98 1 . 
Even more memorable were the 
programme notes explaining 
the plot. 

ACT ONE: Carmen, a edgar- 
makeress from a tobago fac- 
tory loves Don Jose of the 
mounting guard. Carmen takes 
a flower from her corsets and 
lances it to Don Jose. (Duet; 
"Talk me of my mother.") 
There was noise inside the 
tobago factory and revolting 
dgarmakeresses buret onto the 
stage. Carmen is arrested and 
Don Jose is ordered to mount- 
ing guard on her but she sub- 
dues him and lets her escape. 

ACT TWO: The Tavern. 
Carmen sings (Aria: “The Sis- 
trums tinkling''). Enter two 
smugg lers (“Ho, we have in 
mind a business'’). Enter 
Escamillio, a Balls fighter. Car- 
men refuses to penetrate 
because Don Jose has liberated 
her from prison. He just now 
arrives. (Aria: “Slop here who 
comes"). But her are the bugles 
singing his retreat. Don Jose 
will leave and draws his sword. 
Called by Carmen's shrieks the 
two smugglers interfere with 
her. Jose is bound to dessert. 
Final Chorus: “Opening Sky 
Wandering life." 

ACT THREE: A rocky land- 



scape. Smugglers chatter. Car- 
men sees her death in the cards. 
Don Jose makes a date with her 
for the next Balls fight. 

ACT FOUR: A Place in 
Seville. Procession ofBallfight- 
ers. The roaring of Balls is 
beared in the arena. 
Escamillion enters (Aria and 
chorus: “Toreador, Toreador. 
All bail the Balls of a 
toreador”). Enter Don Jose 
(Aria: “I be smooch you”). 
Carmen repels Him. She wants 
to join with Escamillio now. 
chaired by the crowd. Don Jose* 
stabbs her. (Aria: “Oh, rupture, 
rupture"). He rings: “On, my 
subdued ve Carmen." 

The most 

rejection slips 
JOHN CREASEY made an 
important contribution to 
world literature over a period 
of seven years. He showed early 
promise when his first thriller. 
The Men Who Dial Laughing 
came back from the publisher! 
almost immediately. Three 
months later he completed a 
school novel. Our Glorious 
Term, and this proved even less 
popular. His third book. The 
Captain of the Fifth, was com 
ptetely unacceptable, as were 
The Mysterious Mr Rocco, 
Mystery at Manby House, ami 
The Flying Turks. 

When Dazzle and the Red 
Bombers was returned the 
peat man of letters was getting 
into his stride. 

By 1925 he had received 743 
rejection slips before getting his 
first book published and losing 
all interest for us. One possible 
reason for his achievement is 
that he once claimed to have 
written two of these books in a 
week and still spend half a day 
playing crickeL 

The dud 
book fair • 

A RECORD number of 
visitors poured into the 1982 
York Book Fair, probably 
because its central feature was 
the first Dud Books of All 
Times exhibition. Never before 
-had such a powerful collection 
of completely unsaleable 
volumes been gathered 
together under one roof. 

The imposing entrance to the 
Assembly Rooms was specially 
decked out for the occasion 
with vivid wallpaper, fairy 
lights and a dayglo- pink sign- 
board. 

The' most popular book on 
show was The List of Stop 
Cocks in the liver Building, 
Liverpool 1912. This _ was 
closely followed by a signed 
copy of The Philosophy of 
Elbert Hubbard. 

Even before the exhibition 
opened, one natural history 
expert snapped up copies of 
both The Common Teasel as a 
Carnivorous Plant, and 
Ostrich Egg-Shell Cups of 
Mesopotamia in Ancient and 
Modern Times. 

The early history of sanita- 
tion was fully represented by 
such work as The Law Relating 
to Sewers and Drains 1904, 
while the travel section 
included Uganda For a 
Holiday by Sir Frederick 
Treves, and The little I Saw of 
Cuba by Burr McIntosh.

RIYADH, Aug 24. (OPECNA); 
The European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) has been urged lo 
reconsideriis proposed duty-free 
quota ceiling for 1989 for Saudi 
* ^petrochemical exports lo Wes- 
■ tern European countries. 

Ibrahim Ibn Salamah, chief 
executive officer of the Saudi 
Arabian Basic Industries Cor- 
poration (SABIC), said thal 
under the proposal, the king- 
dom’s quota is Jess than half the 
1987 figure. 

Products 

Under the generalised system 
of preferences (GSP) the EEC 
conducts an annual study of 
products exported to its member 
countries in a bid to limit com- 
petition and to set values and 
quantities which may be admit- 
ted duty-free. 

. However. Salamah said that 
the EEC had reduced year by 
year the amount of SABIC 
products qualifying for duty-free 
import, despite the fact that 
Europe was currently short of 
petrochemical supplies. 

The corporation, which 
produces plastic resins, liquid 
petrochemicals and fertilisers, 
exports many products to 
European countries, but under 
the GSP system, only very small 
quantities are admitted duty- 
free. 

Salamah said that world prices 
for most petrochemicals, plastic 
resins and fertilisers had doubled 
over the past year due to high 
demand, yet the EEC proposal 
to reduce by half the value of 
SABICs duty-free products. 

* ' The corporation hoped that a 
* forthcoming meeting of the EEC 

foreign ministers would reverse 
the quota proposal for next year 
in view of the Community’s gen- 
eral economic relations with the 
Gulf Co-operalion Council. 


Libya, Tunisia 
to co-operate 

in lube oil 

project 


TRIPOLI, Aug 2-UOPECNA):" 
OPEC member Libya and neigh- 
bouring Tunisia are to co- 
operate in a project aimed at re- 
refining used lube oils, a Libyan 
oil executive said today. 

Hammouda El Aswad, man- 
aging director of the Azzawya 
Refinery Company, told 
OPECNA that the project was 
still in the planning stage. 

The Azzawya Refinery, 
located near here, is currently 
producing around 30.000 tons of 
lube oils a year from its blending 
plant, he said, adding that the 
output covered domestic needs. 

The blending plant of the 
refinery, which is a subsidiary of 
the Libyan NaLional Oil Com- 
pany. was turning out 28 kinds of 
lube oils with motor oil as the 
prime product, he said. 

He disclosed that hiscompany 
would soon introduce motor oil 
in cans on which warnings would 
be printed indicating thal the 
content could be '•environmen- 
tally unfriendly." He described 
this as part of a drive to reduce 
pollution. 

His refinery was also produc- 
ing asphalt at a rate of 100,000 
tons a year to meet local demand 
which has jumped steeply over 
recent years due lo increased 
road construction in Libya. 

Since the country only 
produced light oils, the asphalt 
plants at the refinery were being 
fed with imported heavy crudes, 
he said. 

The Azzawya Refinery* 
Libya's oldest oil processing 
facility, came on stream in 1974 
and its capacity was increased to 
120,000 BPD following an 
expansion programme in 1977.

Reliance issue goes public

INDIA'S Reliance Industries 
representatives, led by S. 
Natarajan. Secretary of Reliance 
Industries Limited. India’s lar- 
gest convertible debenture issue, 
arrived in Kuwait yesterday to 
introduce the company's latest 
offer to publicand existing share- 
holders. 

The company's issue of Rs 
5.160 million convertible deben- 
tures carrying 12.3 per cent 
interest opened on Aug 22 and 
closes on Aug 31. 

Natarajai told the Arab 
Times Rs. 3000 m worth of 
preferential allotment is reserved 
for Reliance shareholders, 
including non-resident Indians. 
Advantage 


Natarajan said that the issue is 
structured to yield the maximum 


benefit to the investor and the 


company. He said the compan 
decided on an investor-oriented 


structure for the issue of Reliance 
Petrochemicals Limited, because 
"it emails a distinct advantage 
over traditional financing with 
institutional borrowing." 

Natarajan said the petro- 
chem icals project was the biggest 
so far in a string of related ven- 
tures successfully launched by 
Reliance. He said the project is 
expected to be completed in two 
years and envisaged production 
of 60,000 tonnes of the high den- 
sity polyethylene (HDPE) 60,000 
tonnes of monoethylene glycol 
(MEG) and 100,000 tonnes of 
polyvinyl chloride (PVC) per 
year. 

He said that to finance the 
balance requirement, the com- 
pany will raise a foreign currency 
loan of Rs 840 million and float 
Rs 5. 1 6 billion worth convertible 
debentures. 


The entitlement of sharehol- 
ders is a minimum of five deben- 
tures for shareholding up to 50 
shares. After that, one debenture 
will be allowed for every 
additional holding of 10 shares. 

Shareholders can also apply 
for additional debentures at Rs 
200 each. Natarajan said Rs 10 
from that will be converted into 
one equity share on allotment, 
Rs 40 will be convened into 
equity shares after three to four 
years, and the rest would be con- 
verted in five to seven years. 

Consumption 

The plant will be located at 
Hazira in Gujarat. Reliance will 
invest Rs. 1 billion in the equity 
capital of the company. The 
investment is said Lo be the lar- 
gest contribution of any. 
promoter in an Indian company. 

Natarajan added that per 
capita consumption o f plastics in 
India is only 0.8 kilos compared 
with 63 Jdlos in the US, and rwo 
ki los in Africa. At the same time, 
the gap between supply and 
demand is widening, he said. 

"We are on the threshold of a 
plastics revolution in India and 
RPL is well-placed to reap the 
benefits," Natarajan said. 

"Investors in the Reliance 
Petrochemicals (RPL) issue have 
a unique safety net, " he said. The 
merchant banking units of three 
nationalised tanks met recently 
in Bombay to finalise a plan to 
buy back the Rs 190 portion of 
the debenture at par from 
October this year to September 
2989.

World banks eager to shed Third World debt 


NEW YORK, Aug 24. (AP): 
Faced with a S1.2-triilion 
problem TKatlTas bcfen'worrying ' 
bankers increasingly since 1982, 
Gangs ' from Amsterdam to 
-Tofcyoliave sharply cut back on 
new loans to Third World 
nations, and are seeking ways to 
limit or eliminate the debt they 
now hold. 

After years of renegotiating 
lower interest rates and longer 
repayment terms with the debtor 
nations, some of the banks are 
selling ofT their loans at reduced 
prices. 

Others are swapping them for 
investments in the debtor coun- 
tries, writing off un collectable 
credits or setting up multi-billion 
dollar reserves for possible losses 
on bad loans. 

Many of the debtor nations 
stopped paying back the prin- 
cipal on the loans years ago. 
They include the three biggest 
debtors — Brazil. Mexico and 
Argentina, which together owe 
about 5360 billion. Mexico ran 
out of money to pay its foreign 
creditors in August 1982, unlea- 
shing widespread worry about 
the ability of Third World coun- 
tries to repay their loans, and 
now is repaying interest only. 

For about a year starting in 
February 1987. Brazil suspended 
even interest payments on its 
debts. Peru has paid practically 
nothing at all on its 514-billion 
debt since July 1985. 

As a result, most commercial 
banks are reluctant to put lo 
more money. Most debtor 
nations are not getting any new 
credits except to" help them pay 
interest on what they already 
owe. 

Buir the accumulating interest 
due on old loans keeps on swell- 
ing the total Third World debt. In 
the last year or so it has risen 
from about SI trillion to more 


than SL2 trillion, according to 
World Bank figures. 

- --Creditor-banks have adopted 
various strategies to face the. 
crisis. Over the past fe&ydaH, this 
debts of many borrowing coun- 
tries have been renegotiated 
collectively by committees of all 
the creditor banks, working join- 
tly to allow debtor nations more 
time to pay up. 

Measures 

Many individual banks have 
also taken measures on their 
own. Some have simply written 
certain debts off as uncollectable 
and accepted a loss. Others have 
sold the delinquent debt — at a 
reduced price — to other 
creditors. A few have traded in 
some debts for an investment in a 
company in the debtor country 
— a transaction known as a debi- 


for-equity swap. 

For 


A market for trading Third 
World debt crisis are American, 
Japanese and British banks. But 
banks from the Netherlands, 
Switzerland. France. Italy. 
Sweden. Hong Kong and other 
nations are also significantly 
involved. 

Here is how some of them are 
faring; 

United States: 

American banks are the big- 
gest Third World creditors. 
According lo a report issued by 
the US Federal Reserve last 
month.

US banks hold about a fifth of 
the total Mexican and Brazilian 
foreign debt of more than S100 
billion each, one-sixth of Argen- 
tina’s S55 billion external debt, 
and one-quarter of Venezuela’s 
534-billion debt load.

American banks have written off 


or sold most or all of their Third 
World loans, so that nine big US 
commercial , banks now account 
for about 84 billion of the S96 
hiHronowed to US leaders. 

Citicorpof New York, the big- 
gest American bank and the lead- 
ing bank in the negotiations with 
Brazil, Mexico, Argentina and 
Peru, started a trend among these 
American big lenders in May last 
year when it set up a 53-bUlion 
reservefor possible losses against 
its $ 13-billion in Third World 
loans. 

Citicorp chairman John S. 
Reed said then that his bank 
remains committed to lending to 
such big debtos as Brazil and 
Argentina. But in fact, in the past 
year Citicorp has reduced its 
Third World loan exposure by 
about S2 billion. 

In the first six months of 1 988 
the 13 biggest American banks 
overall have reduced their 
exposure by S 1 .7 billion, through 
writeoffs, sales and swaps. 
Japan: 

According to the Japanese fin- 
ance ministry's International 
Finance Bureau. Japanese 
banks' accumulated loans to 
developing countries amounted 
lo S43.5 billion as of the end of 
1986 up from 38.3 billion in 

1985. 

Last year a group of 28 Japan- 
ese commercial banks set up a 
company — called JBA Invest- 
ment Inc., and based in the Brit- 
ish Cayman Islands — to assume 
part of their outstanding loans to 
debtor nations. The company 
dears mounting external debts 
and uncollected interest from the 
books of the 28 banks, whose 
outstanding loans to debtor 
nations were estimated at more 
than S35 billion as of September 

1986. 

JBA investment buys the debts 
at a discount and then tries to 


resell them. The participating 
banks share in any profits from 
The resale; bur JBA absorbs^ny 
Jesses. The banks are allowed to • 


claim tax deductions on the los- 
ses they incur in selling discoun- 
ted loans to JBA. _ _ .

British firms to win large contracts, especially in the post-war 
reconstruction period. The 


talks will also cover the possibility of 
new guaranteed lines of British credit to Baghdad, the officials 
said. Trading with Iraq dropped during the war with Iran, but now 
that the fighting is apparently over the Thatcher government is 
keen to compete with other major industrial nations in winning 
business there. 

British exports to Iraq were 20 per cent higher, at 115 milfioa 
pounds, in the first three months of 1988. British exports to Iraq 
dropped from 444 milfioa pounds in 1986 to 267 million pounds 
last year, with imports dropping from 255 million pounds to 211 
million pounds.

China may fail to meet grain output targets 


BEIJING, Aug 24, (UPIj: China 
may fail to meet crucial grain 
output targets this year in the 
wake of severe drought, floods 
' and typhoons battering the 
world's most populous nation, 
the China Daily newspaper ack- 
nowledged today. 

Officials said on Tuesday 
more than 47 million acres (19 
million ha) of farmland across 1 8 
of China's 29 provinces have 
been damaged by the bad 
weather and there are indications 
Beijing may have to increase 
grain imports this year. 

Any output declines are a sen- 
sitive ‘issue in China because of 
memories of past shortages and 
famines in the nation of more 
than I billion people.

Conservative economic plan- 
ners regard grain production as

Tin shines once more in 
world commodity markets 


KUALA LUMPUR, Aug 24. 
(Reuter): Tin is at last shrugging 
off (he effects of a crash nearly 
three years ago to shine once 
more in commodity markets, 
buoyed by strict supply quotas 
and renewed world demand. 

‘There is a growing realisation 
that there is a deficit of new tin 
and the supply overhang is being 
depleted, Kam Cheng Eng, 
secretary of the states of Malaya 
Chamber of Mines, said today. 

Prices have risen in recent 
weeks and could breach 20 ring- 
git ($7.7) a kg level by October, 
up to six months ahead of earlier 
forecasts, traders and producers 
said. 

The Kuala Lumpur tin market 
closed higher for the seventh 
straight session today at 19.66 
ringgit ($7.40) a kg, the highest in 
30 months. 

“But it is nothing spectacular.. 
Prices are just reluming to nor- 
mal. The deficit in new supply 
will raise prices high enough for 
high-cost marginal producers to 
return,” Kam said of the latest 
rises. 

Crash 

Traders said tin was unlikely 
though, to fetch the more than 29 
ringgit (510.90) a kg seen before 
the crash in October 1985 when 
the International Tin Council 
ran out of money to support 
prices. 

Banks and creditors, mostly in 


Europe, were owed an estimated 
SI. 44 billion because of losses 
made as tin prices halved when 
the council was no longer able to 
buy the metal at artificially high 
prices. 

The latest increase was largely 
due lo a supply control scheme 
launched last year by the 
Association of Tin Producing 
Countries ( ATPC). traders said. 

ATPC members — Malaysia. 
Indonesia. Thailand. Australia, 
Nigeria, Zaire and Bolivia — 
produce most of the world's tin 
and have agreed to limit exports 
in a bid to support prices. 

Association executive 
secretary Redzwan Sumun said 
in an interview thal world tin 
stocks, once around 80.000 ton- 
nes, had now fallen to about 
45,000 tonnes. 

Traders and the ATPC said it 
might lake another two weeks to 
wipe oul 25,000 tonnes of 
remaining excess stocks. 

Redzwan said the recent 
recovery 1 was also due to higher 
demand for the metal by canners 
in the West and Europe who are 
slowly switching back to tin 
because of higher aluminium 
prices. 

Better tin-plating technology, 
an improved steel industry and a 
pick-up in ihe electronics indus- 
try — which uses tin for soldering 
— have also helped the metal 
regain its shine.

On market psychology, he said 
the Gulf ceasefire and the set- 
tlement of production ceilings 
would boost solidarity and unity 
among member countries. 

Subroto has so far visited five 
OPEC member countries — 
Saudi Arabia, the United Arab 


Emirates. Indonesia, Ecuador 
and Venezuela, as part of his plan 
to tour all 13 OPEC member 
countries. 

Meanwhile. OPEC is trying to 
close loopholes in its organisa- 
tion rules to curb excess output • 
and drive prices up but one big I 
problem is deciding what is, and 
what isn’t, crude od.

Kuwait money supply growth slows 


THE money supply in local 
markets saw a KD 39 million 
decrease in June, a 0.8 per cent 
drop compared to the previous 
month, the Central Bank repor- 
ted yesterday. 

The decline put the money 
supply in local markets at KD 
4,820 million, according to the 
bank's figures. 

This decrease was due to 
mixed rates of change in money 
supply components. 

Sight deposits and deposits in 
foreign currencies increased by 
5.4 jjer cent and 0. 1 per cent res- 
pectively. But savings deposits, 
time deposits and currency in cir- 
culation, decelerated by 4. 1 per 
cent, 1 .4 per cent and 3.9 per cent 
respectively. 

Declines 

However, certificates of 
deposit, were unchanged from 
their level ini he previous month, 
the bank's monthly monetary 
review said. 

The review said the local 
banks' balance sheet, after two 


consecutive declines, rose in June 
by 1 .4 per cent, KD 180 million, 
to KD 12.749 million. 

On the side of assets, the 
increase was due to rises in local 
investments (mainly public debt 
instruments) by KD 6* million 
(4.1 per cent), credit facilities to 
residents by KD 64 million (1.1 
per cent), cash and cash items by 
KD 1 1 million (29.1 percent )and 
foreign assets by KD77 milion (3 
per cent 

Balances with the Central 
Bank and other local assets 
declined by KD 20 million (24.4 
percent)and KD 16 million (0.7 
percent) respectively. 

Liabilities 

On the side of liabilities, the 
increase was most pronounced in 
foreign liabilities, which rose by 
KD 155 million (12.4 per cent). 
Government deposits and 
domestic private sector deposits 
declined bv 7.8 per cent and 0.2 
per cent respectively. 

At the end of June, the public 
debt instruments reached KD 


1.394.5 million against KD 

1.134.5 million in the previous 
monlhl 

The Central Bank offered four 
issues totalling KD 400 million 
for treasury bills and KD 50 
million for Lrcasury bonds. 

Meanwhile, the seventh and 
eighth issues of treasury bills, 
both totalling KD 190 million, 
have matured. 

The average K D exchange rate 
fell in June against the US dollar 
by 1 .03 per cent, compared to its 
decline by 0.16 per cent in the 
previous month. The US dollar 
exchange rale ranged between 
275. 1 5 fils and 28 1 .03 fils, with a 
monthly average of 276.92 fils. 
Rates 

The KD exchange rate 
improved against all other major 
currencies at varied rales, the 
highest (3.36 per cent) of which 
was against the pound sterling, 
and lowest (0.5 per cent) being 
against the Japanese yen . 

Whereas these rales amounted 
to 2.52 per cent 2.43 per cent.

1 1 
per cent to 6.49 per cent) on one- 
year deposits. 4.06per cent (from

Finance Minister Kiichi Miya- 
zawa has unveiled a plan endors- 
ing a constructive policy to aid 
debtor nations. However, the 
plan has been criticised as being 
vague and lacking concrete 
proposals. 

Britain: 

Britain's four major banks on 
June 30 had a total of about $24 
billion in loans outstanding to 
countries experiencing res- 
cheduling problems, said Nick 
Collier, a banking analyst at the 
London investment firm Hoare 
Govett Ltd. 

Collier said Midland Bank Pic 
had £4.5 billion ($7.6 billion) in 
loans outstanding to those coun- 
tries: Lloyds had £4.149 billion 
($7.01 billion): Barclays Bank 
Pic had £4.149 billion <S5 
billion); and National Westmin- 
ster Bank Pic had £2.57 billion 
($4.3 billion). 

But Britain's big four have 
substantially increased their 
reserves to meet possible losses 
on Third World debt in 1987. 

Midland Bank announced in 
July that it had set up a new 
division to combine its commer- 
cial and investment banking in 
the Third World and demon- 
strate "a greater commitment to 
debt-equity swamps." The div- 
ision will manage loans totalling 
about $7 billion, most of them in 
Latin America but some in 
Africa and the Philippines. 

Switzerland: 

Swiss banks say they have been 
conservative in their lending 


policies toward Third World 
debtors since the debt crisis erup- 
ted. Even so. according to the 
most recent statistics available 
from the Swiss National Bank, 
outstanding credits b\ Swiss, 
commercial banks lo Thrid 
World borrowers were $20 
billion at the end of 1986. This 
was down $1.5 billion from the 
end of 1985. 

Switzerland's major commer- 
cial banks have substantially 
reduced their exposure to the 
most indebted nations. For 
example, one of the big three, 
Swiss Bank Corp.. has reduced 
its exposure to the 1 5 most indeb- 
ted nations in the past six years 
from 5.1 billion Swiss francs 
($3.2 billion j to 2.8 billion Swiss 
francs ($1.8 billion). 

Netherlands: 

Dutch commercial banks 
claim that their exposure lo the 
Third World debl crisis is mar- 
ginal. However, according lo the 
Netherlands Central Bank. 
Dutch commercial bank loans lo 
African. Latin American. Mid- 
dle Eastern, and Asian nations 
amounted lo $ 1 9.3 billion on Dec 
31, 198.7. 

Hans Viool. a spokesman for 
Amro Bank, the Netherlands' 
third-largesl commercial bank, 
said "we’re not considering any 
special measures because con- 
trary to some American banks, 
we have no problems with Third 
World debts.” He noted that the 
few Dutch banks involved in 
loans to Third World govern- 
ments "have always kept large 
reserves lo meet any emergen- 


cies. so that there would be no 
chance of solvency problems in 
case of trouble.'' 

Italy: 

Developing countries, mostly 
in Latin America, owe banks in 
Italy between $5 and $6 billion, 
according to estimates by the 
Italian Banking Institute and the 
Bank of Italy. 

The Italian treasury ministry is 
currently preparing legislation 
that will give banks fiscal benefits 
if they raise their provisions for 
bad loans, a technique widely 
used last year by British and US 
banks. 

"The present regulation does 
qoi take into account the par- 
ticularly risky nature” of opera- 
tions to finance businesses and 
institutions in foreign countries 
with economic difficulties. 
Treasury Minister Giuliano 
Amato said in a report last 
month. 

A bank of Italy official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said Italian banks have never 
used debt-for-equity swaps as an 
instrument to reduce their 
exposure to developing coun- 
tries. They are not allowed to 
own equity without previous 
approval from the regulatory 
authorities. 

Sweden: 

At the end of 1987, the latest 
figures available at the Bank of 
Sweden, Swedish commercial- 
banks had loans outstanding to 
Third World countries totalling 
$2.38 billion, or about 20 percent 
of their foreign loans. 

In several cases, Swedish 
banks have agreed to reschedule 


Third World debts. An official of 
the Bank of Sweden said 1987 
payments were postponed on 
debts from Brazil and Argentina, 
but he declined to be more 
specific. 

There have also been cases in 
which Swedish banks sold debts 
to other foreign banks, said the 
official, adding that such tran- 
sactions were protected by 
Swedish bank secrecy regula- 
tions. 

None of the debts has been 
cancelled, he said. Also, none has 
been exchanged for shares in 
foreign companies, since bank- 
ing laws forbid the acquisition of 
companies outside Sweden. 

France: 

French banks are dose- 
mouthed about their Third 
World loans but have taken a 
leading role in rescheduling loans 
for countries such as Ecuador, 
for example. 

Serge Bourissou, director of 
International Affairs for Credit 
Lyonnais, France’s second lar- 
gest deposit bank, said that 
Credit Lyonnais, typical of 
French banks, is not very active 
on the secondary market 

"We did a little operation in 
Chile, for . example, where we 
bought the Banco Continental 
on a debt-to-equity baas,” Bout- 
issou said. The rank also has a 
programme of investment in 
Mexico, mostly in the tourism 
area, such as hotels or marinas." 

The problem with debt for 
equity, "is that you have to find a 
valid investment or a partner in 
which you can have confidence " 
Boutissou said. 


HOUSTON, Texas, Aug 24, 
( AP): The University of Houston 
and Du Pont Co. on Tuesday 
signed what officials said was the 
first agreement for a company to 
license and commercialise super- 
conducting products and proces- 
ses based on discoveries of school 
researcher Paul Cbu. 

The university receives an 
initial payment of $1.5 million 
under the agreement In addi- 
tion. DuPont will pay the school 
$1.5 million upon issuance to the 
university of a US patent cover- 
ing the superconducting material 

developed by Chu, considered a 
world leader in the field, and 
another $1.5 million two years 
after that patent is issued. 

Products 

Richard van Horn, University 
president, said the agreement 
could be worth millions more to 
the school because of royalties 
amounting to 50 per cent on 
products of commercial interest 
to Du Pont and 75 per cent on 


products not of commercial 
interest. 

"It's verv hard to estimate. 
Van Horn said. “It could be in 

the area of4 million or it could be 

the sky's the limit. 1 1 could be 1 0 
million or 20 million or more. It 
certainly will he in ihe millions ol 
dollars.” 

Discovery 

The money will go for further 
research at the university, he 
said.

The US trade deficit fell by 14.9 
per cent from April through 
June, the biggest improvement m 
more than five years, the govern- 
ment reported today. 

The Commerce Department 
said that a record level of US 
exports and the first quarterly 
decline in imports in three years 
pushed the deficit down to $29.9 
billion in the second quarter. 

Improvements 

The deficit was down from an 
imbalance of $35.2 billion in the 
first three months of the year. 
Both quarters represented 
improvements from a record 
deficit of 4 1 2. billion in the fourth 
quarter of last year. 

The 14.9 per cent narrowing in 
the deficit represented its biggest 
decline since the fourth quarter 
of 198Z when the imbalance fell 
by 18.9 per cent. 

The new figures confirmed an 
improvement that had already 
shown up in the department's 
monthly merchandise trade 
reports. The earlier figures show 


a 1 2.8 per cent drop in the deficit 
to $32.6 billion in the second 
quarter, compared to S37.4 
billion in the first quarter. 

US exports rose $4.4.billion lo 
a record $79.7 billion in the 
second quarter. 

Exports 

Sales of both farm and non- 
farm products rose during the 
quarter as the decline in the value 
of the dollar continued lo make 
American goods competitive 
once again on foreign markets. 

Agricultural exports rose 7 per 
cent to $9.7 billion, the highest 
level since the second quarter of 
1984, reflecting in part a jump in 
prices. 

Corn sales climbed 27 per cent, 
with much of the gain attributed 
to increased sales to the Soviet 
Union and Mexico. Wheat sales 
were up 10 per cent due to an 
increase in sales to China, while 
meat and poultry shipments rose 
28 per cent, largely due to an 
increase in sales to Japan. 

Soybean and wheat prices 
both rose 1 3 per cent while corn 
prices were up 7 per cent. The 


report said the >narp price 
increases did not reflect the 
cfTccts of this summer'^ drought, 
indicating that further ^leep 
price increases will be on the was . 

Imports fell by $900 million, 
the first quarter!;, decline iu 
imports since the first quarter of 
1985. 

The improvement came in 
non-oil imports as petroleum 
imports actually rose during the 
quarter. 

Deficit 

The trade deficit decreased 
with every major geographic 
area witn the exception of Can- 
ada, the country’s largest trading 
partner. The Canadian deficit 
rose by $500 million to S4.1 
billion.' 

As usual, the largest dcfiiii 
was with Japan, an imbalance of 
$11.9 billion, down SI 1 billion 
from the first quarter. 

Thedeficit with Latin America 
decreased SI. 5 billion to SI. 7 
billion while thedeficit with Wes- 
tern Europe fell S900 million to 
$3.8 billion. 


EEC to defend itself against 
US trade bill if necessary 


BRUSSELS. Belgium, Aug 24. 
(AP): The European Economic 
Community said today it stands 
ready to defend its international 
trade rights against any possible 
infringement by a new US trade 
bill. 

US President Ronald Reagan 
signed the bill into law on Tues- 
day. 

It gives US negotiators more 
bargaining room at international 
trade talks, boosts US ability to 
fight restrictive trade policies of 
other nations and allows the 
president to block foreign invest- 
ments if these are seen to impair 
US national security. 

EEC External Relations Com- 
missioner Willy de Clercq said in 
-a statement that the bill confir- 
med a US tendency "to interpret 
international trading rides 
unilaterally.” 

Interests 

He added: “The community 
stands ready to defend its 
legitimate interests each time 
these are threatened by unilateral 
measures ... by US authorities on 
the basis of tbs trade bill." 

He said he will seek an 
“adequate” EEC response to the 
bill when the EEC foreign mini- 
sters meet hoe on Sqpt 26. 

De Clercq said the EEC had 


trade rights in the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), the international trade 
organisation, and that it will 
"defend them if necessary." 

In recent months, De Clercq 
has warned the United States 
several times on the trade bill. 

The EEC objects to the bill 
raising retaliatory powers in 
trade and to the ex tention for two 
years of the export enhancement 
programme. The programme 
pays surplus farm commodities 
from government bins to expor- 
ters to boost overseas sales. The 
programme has a price tag of 
$2.5 billion. 

A commission spokesman said 
the EEC "will check, on a case- 
by-case basis, to see how the bill 
is implemented but we first want 


a reaction from the member 
states." 

He said the contents of the b:l! 
clashed with Reagan's strong 
views on fret trade guarantees. 

Reagan said in a speech lha: 
the bill "could lead lo an import 
fee that would be illegal accord- 
ing lo international law and 
inconsistent with our goal of 
moving toward a free" world 
trade." 

In his statement. De Clercq 
said the United Slates had 
declared at the Toronto summit 
of industrialised nations in June 
that "nations must continue to 
resist protectionism and the 
temptation to adopt unilateral 
measures.” 

The EEC also was party to the 
declaration.

The why of man 
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Why we see the shapes and 
colours of objects 

We see by means of the 
eyes. The eye is a very 
delicate and complex 
organ and works more or 
less like a camera. 

Light enters the eye 
through a hole, the pupil; 
passes through a lens, the 
crystalline lens; is projec- 
ted on to a layer of special 
tissue, the retina, situated 
on the opposite wall of the 
eyeball. The retina func- 
tions (ike a photographic 
film and is modified by 
light; it is a very thin layer 
of nerve cells, railed cones 
and rods, which identify 
the colour or black and 
white images. When light 
strikes the cones and rods 
the eye transmits to the 
optic nerve a detailed mes- 
sage of what it sees. The 
message reaches the brain, 
which at once gives the 
necessary instructions. 
The eye turns the images 
upside down in the same 
way as happens in a 
camera, and the brain 
reverses them once again 
so that we see them exactly 
as they are. 

The special shape of the 
eye and the number of rods 
in the retina enable us to 


see the images of the exter- 
nal world in the usual way, 
but if the number of rods" or 
the curvature of the retina 
were different, we would 
see things differently, as is 
•indeed the case with some 
mammals. Forexample we 
know that the cow sees 
objects much larger than 
we see them and some 
members of the cat family 
are able to see in the dark 
because of the different 
shape of their eyes.

Why some people need 
spectacles 

Quite different from 
glass lenses, the crystalline 
fens of the eye has the 
ability to alter its curvture. 
In fact it is provided with 
muscles which make it 
more spherical when it is 
looking at near objects and 
flatter when it has to look 
at distant objects. It may 
happen with the passage of 
time or through some 




other cause, that the crys- 
talline lens loses some of its 
elasticity and the muscles 
are no longer able to 
change of the crystalline 
lens loses some of its elas- 
ticity and the muscles are 
no longer able to change 
the curvature. The eye then 
sees near objects in a 
blurred manner. 

Whereas normal eyes 
see well both at long and 
short distances, there can 
be two cases where the 
diameter of the eyeball is 
not normal; myopia and 
hyperopia. Myopia is 
when the distance between 
the lens and the retina is 
loo great and the eye can 
see near objects well but 
not distant ones. The 
reverse to this is hyperopia 
when the distance between 
the lens and the retina is 
too short and the eye sees 
distant objects and not 
those near at hand. 

U is only in the last few 
centuries that the inven- 
tion of special lenses for 
correcting vision has made 
it possible to help those 
with defective visions. 
Today a larger number of 
lenses are available when 
wom and give a wider field 
of vision than spectacles.

When the best- of- three scries 
between Conner's Stars and 
Stripes and Michael Fay’s New 
Zealand boat begins Sept 7 off 
the coast of San Diego, it will 
spell relief for both sides. 


After Fay issued his challenge 
to the San Diego Yacht Club m 
July 1987, it took a year for a 
judge to settle a rules dispute. 

“ I'm happy it's finally going to 
be decided on the water instead 
of in the courtroom,” Conner 
said. “I think everyone is glad 
about that, with the possible 
exception of New Zealand."

Earlier, police said they had 
received a complaint from 
Green, who said Tyson had 
“popped” him on the nose. 
Green received five stitches in the 
nose at a nearby hospital. 

Tyson’s manager. Bill Cayton, 
said the injury would not neces- 
sarily force the cancellation of 
the champion’s scheduled 
October 8 title defence against 
Briton Frank Bruno in London’s 
Wembley stadium.

world record holder’s hamstring 
was 100 per cent healed. 

“But the muscles aren't firing 
as they did last year," said Asta- 
phan. who treated Johnson in 
June at his clinic in the Caribbean 
island of St Kitts. 


Waldemar Matuszewski, a 
Polish-born masseuse who 
works on Johnson's muscles 
daily, agreed the injury has 
healed. 

“Everything is all right with 
the muscle. But there's not 
enough power to finish the race," 
Matuszewski said. 

In Zurich, American Carl 
Lewis won in 9.93 seconds and 
teammate Calvin Smith was 


second in 9.97. Johnson, after 
being charged with one false 
start, lost his form with 20 metres 
to go and was third in 1 0 seconds. 

On Sunday, Johnson finished 
third again — this time behind 
Smith and his fellow- American 
D ennis Mitchell. Johnson's time 
was a sluggish 10.29. 

The 26-year-old Johnson, who 
won a bronze medal in the 100 
metres in the 1984 Games at Los 
Ange les, has no races scheduled 
between now and the Seonl 
Olympics.

Britain's 1,500 metres world 
champion Steve Cram, silver 
medallist behind Coe in Los 


Angeles four years ago. said yes- 
terday. “I object to the rules 
being changed for just one per- 
son. 

“I live in a part of the world 
where people have to work for 
what they get and it's not 
appreciated when people have 
things handed to them on a 
plate.” 

Allan Wells, Britain's 100 
metres gold medallist in Mos- 
cow, also voiced his objection to 
Samaranch's intervention when 
he said: “I think Seb should have 
to abide or die by the rules. 

"There will be major problems 
ifhe is alio wed to compete, with a 
knock-on effect . The Americans 
will ask for (hurdler) Greg Foster 
to come in and other countries 
mil probably be saying the same 
thing." 

Coe, widely tipped to become 
a future member of the IOC, lost 
his chance to qualify at the Brit- 
ish trials when he failed to reach 
the final of the 1,500 metres. 
Selectors overlooked him for a 
discretionary place in the 800 
metres, prefemng Peter EUiott. 

Samaranch said that he 
admired Coe very much as a per- 
son and an athlete. “Apart from 
his two Olympic gold medals he 


has made an important contribu- 
tion to the Olympic movement," 

The IOC president said that in 
a special case like this there had 
to De agreement by all parlies 
concerned. “This invitation 
would have been truly excep- 
tional. 

“A wild card entry like this is 


not in the Olympic charter but 
can be allowed if the inter- 


can be allowed if the inter- 
national federations permit it 

“I am sorry at the opposition 
to what would have been a fitting 
honour for a great athlete and a 
great sports personality,’* he 
added.

Charles Palmer, chairman of 
the British Olympic Association, 
said in London: “I am sad for 
Seb. 1 thought it likely he would 
go" 

Asked if he was surprised by 
the vehemence of other athletes' 
opposition. Palmer said: “It's, 
understandable really ...

Clarke to play 
in S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug 24. 
(Reuter): Former West Indies 
Test pace bowler Sylvester 
Clarke has signed to play for 
Northern Transvaal in the South 
African cricket season starting 
next month, club president Willie 
Basson said today. 

Clarke, who plays for English 
county ride Surrey, is familiar 
with South African conditions. 
He first came here with a West 
Indian rebel team in 1982 and 
subsequently played for Tran- 
svaal between 1983 and 1986. 


On that occasion, England 
had just been handed a 5-0 drub- 
bing by West Indies in the earlier 
part of the summer. This time, 
they enter the match against Sri 
Lanka with a marginally better 
record after having just succum- 
bed to the Caribbean machine 
only 4-0.

It is experience the Sri Lank- 
ans lack most. Unrest in their 
own country has caused the can- 
cellation of tours there and their 
players have had lit tie experience 
of Test matches. 

In 1985 and 1986, they played 
nine Tests. In the past 1 8 months 
they have played one. 

Madugalle acknowledges the 
problem. “Our cricket has come 
to a bit of a standstill. The gap 
between our domestic game and 
the international standard has 
become that much wider." he 
said. 

However, there are many 
critics who would say that cricket 
in England has also not only 
come to a standstill bat 
retrogressed, with not a single 
victory to show in the past 18 
Tests they have played. 

With a tough tour of India 
looming, England desperately 
need a morale-boosting win at 
Lord's. Bui the part-timers of Sri 
Lanka have shown in the past 
they can play a bit. 

Meanwhile, Sri Lanka opener 
Roshan Mahanama is doubtful 
for the Test. He has a strained 
back muscle. 

Manager Abu Fuard said: 
“We have put him in the squad of 
14 but he will probably not be 
fit." 

Even without Mahanama. Sri 
Lanka batcapably down to num- 
ber eight and Fuard said if his 
side bowled above expectations 
it would “not be too much of a 
surprise" if they beat England. 

Sri Lanka's other selection 
issue is whether to use one or two 
spinners. "When the pitch is cut 
in the morning we will know 
more about the best side," said 
Fuard.
